This column’s antipathy to conspiracy 
theories has been long established. 
Likewise, every latest the sky-is-falling 
wave of political predictions has always 
seemed just annoying. FEMA is preparing 
concentration camps, the president is going 
to cancel the elections, a phony incident is 
going to be staged so martial law can be 
declared, and so on and so on - these claims 
have not just seemed hysterical but have 
invariably been proven groundless. Which 


slows down the next wave of the most dire 
predictions not at all. 

Recently in a thread on Facebook, there 
was a discussion of the likelihood of a gov¬ 
ernment-led military takeover. One post stat¬ 
ed it was far more likely to happen under the 
Democrats. Can we get over our petty parti¬ 
san obsessions? It is not really a possibility 
whether the administration is Republican or 
Democrat. As often as this 
has been offered as going to 
happen very soon, it hasn’t. 

Usually these assurances 
of doom are based on light¬ 
weight paranoia. Not liking 
the party in power and find¬ 
ing their political goals 
abhorrent, instead of 
accepting the almost con¬ 
stitutionally mandated 
level of intense political 
conflicts, the worst is 
assumed. Those we disagree with must be 
evil; those whose positions we don’t like 
must boast the worst intentions. 

For the most part, I don’t buy any of that. 
But it is clear that there is a dangerous cancer 
potentially very destructive to a democrati¬ 
cally elected legislative body - the election of 
a charismatic populist demagogue leader. 

Such leaders transcend politics as usual, 
their power and appeal far more personality- 
based than in party, politics, or ideas. Often 
their initial election to office is a triumph 
over a long-ingrained establishment. By 
definition they are rogues, forces of nature 
whose relationship to their constituency is 
remarkably intimate. Offering profound 
maverick visions, when they encounter the 
purposefully difficult legislative process 
they often counter by ignoring accepted 


democratic governing processes. 

In getting elected, their skill set was to go 
directly to the people, bypassing the tradi¬ 
tional established political parties and estab¬ 
lishment. In office, when frustrated by legal 
niceties, they resort to this direct appeal. 
Ignoring the law, they operate outside it. 

Unfortunately, here history provides us at 
least two rather dramatic examples in just the 
last one hundred years. In Louisiana, before 
assassination ended Governor and then 
Senator Huey Long’s control of Louisiana, he 
ran the state as a personal empire, where 
graft and corruption predominated. 

A generation later in Alabama, George 
Wallace was equally corrupt, though his 
addiction was power, not graft. Witness 
Settin’ the Woods on Fire, UT RTF head 
Paul Stekler’s brilliant documentary on the 
ex-governor. After suffering defeat in his 
first bid for governor in 1958, Wallace swore 
that no other politician would ever more 
effectively use the race card. In his quest 
for power, Wallace became one of the 
South’s leading and most outspoken racist 
leaders, promising “segregation now, segre¬ 
gation tomorrow, and segregation forever.” 

The sky is not going to fall, FEMA is not 
going to put you in a concentration camp, 
the sitting presidency is not going to stage 
false-flag operations to remain in office. But 
the potential consequences of an adminis¬ 
tration led by a narcissistic demagogue 
more interested in personal power than 
ideology or policy are terrifying. 

I have no inordinate fear of Republicans 
or Democrats. But in a way I never have in 
my life before, I’m terrified by the potential 
election of Donald Trump as president. 
And, that, unfortunately is exactly what 
excites and mobilizes his followers. ■

letter before the vote that caused Uber and Lyft 
to exit the city, saying that the fingerprint 
requirement would disproportionately harm poor 
and minority residents of Austin. Why? Because 
African-American residents are much more likely 
to be arrested for nonviolent charges where a 
white resident would avoid arrest or incarcera¬ 
tion. Thus, Uber and Lyft were a refuge for poor 
and minority residents who posed no threat to 
their passengers, and who needed a nontradi- 
tional job where their resume would not be 
automatically tossed in the trash bin - resi¬ 
dents who could not pass the fingerprint exam 
because they had gotten busted for weed or 
some other nonviolent “crime.”

THE DEAD WE REMEMBER, AND THE LESSONS WE STILL NEED TO LEARN 


CONGRESS FAILED TO approve financing 

to counter the spread of the Zika virus before 
the Memorial Day break, so Texas Senate Health

R-Georgetown, wrote to the state’s Department of 
State Health Services, urging it to develop “a more 
robust strategy” to deal with a potential outbreak.

Texas, hello Central Texas Food Bank: The non¬ 
profit, which distributed over 33 million pounds of 
food to hungry families during the 2014-15 fiscal 
year, is rebranding to reflect its growth from an 
Austin-area charity to covering 21 counties across 
the region.

THANKS TO GOV. GregAbbott (who must’ve 
known somebody whose car got hit), the Greater 
Austin Crime Commission, and a few anonymous 
donors, the total reward amount for information 
leading to an arrest and conviction in the recurring 
1-35 rock throwing cases has risen to $25,000. 


A few weeks ago, in connection with the 
Vietnam War Summit at the LBJ School, a 
half-size, traveling version of the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial Wall stood just outside 
the LBJ Library. I’ve visited 
the original wall in D.C. - 
it’s a sobering, even over¬ 
whelming experience, both 
for the strikingly eloquent 
design and the mortal sub¬ 
stance. The reduced version 
carries a surrealistic touch, 
an out-of-town rendition of 
the real thing, like a dimin¬ 
ished local production of a 
Broadway show 

The wall commemorates 
the more than 58,000 official U.S. military 
fatalities of the war, and does not attempt to 
address the staggering numbers of deceased 
Vietnamese, Cambodians, and Laotians - 
perhaps 3 million or more, although “incal¬ 


culable” is nearer the mark. Nevertheless, 
another curious aspect of the symposium 
was the appearance (over some exile protest) 
of Vietnamese Ambassador Pham Quang 
Vinh, whose address was 
deeply conciliatory, pointing 
toward a new relationship 
with the United States. 

As a small country long 
accustomed to precarious 
independence, particularly 
under the shadow of nearby 
China, Vietnam has learned 
to navigate between adversar¬ 
ies. Accordingly, it was no sur¬ 
prise that the headlined U.S. 
initiative announced during 
President Barack Obama’s recent visit was 
the final lifting of the ban on U.S. arms sales 
- a mixed message indeed, in light of recent 
history. The great powers maneuver, and the 
small powers watch and wait. 


SHARED RESPONSIBILITY 

I was reminded of all this again last week, 
by the near coincidence of Memorial Day 
with the visit of Obama to Hiroshima, the 
first sitting U.S. president to make that 
pilgrimage. The U.S. media reverberated 
with the fake and misleading question - 
Will Obama apologize for the bomb? - with 
virtually no one wondering about the reac¬ 
tion of the Japanese, who would be pre¬ 
sumed to take what they could get. They 
received no “apology” - not only because 
of militarized domestic U.S. politics, but 
because: What apology could possibly suf¬ 
fice? Obama instead made several small 
gestures - embracing survivors, leaving 
two handmade origami peace cranes - and 
on the bomb site, he delivered a reflective 
speech about the consequences of war and 
the need to strive for peace.

WHY IS THE RIGHT WING SO SCARED OF VOTING RIGHTS?

Like all such speeches on the subject 
from U.S. officials, it was couched in 
ambivalence and passivity, as though the 
bomb was something that happened to 
the U.S. rather than something we did, for 
good or ill. I won’t attempt to rehash the 
historical arguments over Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki - readers can draw their own 
conclusions - but whatever those conclu¬ 
sions, in a larger sense, nuclear weapons 
are indeed something that has happened 
to all of us as world citizens, with the long¬ 
term consequences still in the balance. 

Obama’s speech considered those con¬ 
sequences, and the potential human 
responses. “Seventy-one years ago, on 
a bright cloudless morning,” he began, 
“death fell from the sky and the world was 
changed. A flash of light and a wall of fire 
destroyed a city and demonstrated that 
mankind possessed the means to destroy 
itself.” Further on, he recalled the par¬ 
ticular suffering endured that day, and “all 
the innocents killed across the arc of that 
terrible war and the wars that came before 
and the wars that would follow. 

“Mere words cannot give voice to such 
suffering,” Obama continued, “but we have 
a shared responsibility to look directly into 
the eye of history and ask what we must do 
differently to curb such suffering again.” 

A NOBLE AMBITION 

The president’s speech remained in 
mind as Memorial Day arrived, with its 
inevitable ceremonies and homilies, and 
beneath them the continuing knowledge 
that young men and women have always 
died in service to the whims, ideologies, 
and judgments of old men. The first thing 
we might do differently, of course, is to find 
fewer occasions to send young people into 
combat. It’s also undeniable that the U.S. - 
the only remaining superpower - has been 
the primary driver of the nuclear arms race 
since those weapons were invented. 

Obama acknowledged the international 
predicament. “We may not be able to 
eliminate man’s capacity to do evil, so 
nations and the alliances that we form 
must possess the means to defend our¬ 
selves. But among those nations like my 
own that hold nuclear stockpiles, we must 
have the courage to escape the logic of 
fear and pursue a world without them.” 
It’s a noble ambition, but the U.S. has 
hardly been aggressive in pursuing that 
brave new world - and the voting public is 
currently toying with the notion of elect¬ 
ing a president expressly reckless about 
nuclear proliferation. 

As the president said, we have yet to 
learn the lessons we must learn from what 
we have done. “Those who died, they are 
like us. Ordinary people understand this, 
I think. They do not want more war. They 
would rather that the wonders of science be 
focused on improving life and not eliminat¬ 
ing it. When the choices made by nations, 
when the choices made by leaders, reflect 
this simple wisdom, then the lesson of 
Hiroshima is done.” ■ 


What does it say about your confidence in 
the quality of your ideas when you don’t want 
to hear what people think of them? This is 
the question I’d most like to ask those who 
continue to restrict voting rights. 

Restricting who votes in America is a three¬ 
pronged endeavor. We prevent legally eligible 
voters from voting with voter ID laws that 
place onerous hurdles to voting that are dis¬ 
proportionately high for poor, rural, disabled, 
and elderly people. We resist immigration 
reform that would provide a 
path to citizenship for millions, 
who would then become eligi¬ 
ble voters. And, finally, we limit 
voting rights for incarcerated 
people and others who have 
been convicted of crimes. 

That final portion of the 
project to treat voting like a 
privilege rather than a right 
has been the subject of 
much debate, both nationally 
and locally. In Texas, people 
convicted of felonies, no matter what kind, 
can vote once they’ve completed all the 
terms of their sentence, including probation 
and parole. Only three states completely 
disenfranchise all felons: Florida, Kentucky, 
and Iowa. However, Virginia Governor Terry 
McAuliffe only very recently restored voting 
rights to the more than 200,000 Virginians 
convicted of felonies who have completed 
their sentences, and the state legislature’s 
leaders have sued to block his executive 
order. Unsurprisingly, McAuliffe is a Democrat; 
the Virginia legislature is led by Republicans. 

I think anyone with a passing familiarity 
with our paper knows that the Chronicle is 


not warmly disposed to the GOP; however, 

I would feel far more accepting of whatever 
abortion-blocking, bathroom-terrorizing, 
Medicaid-slashing scheme our Republican-led 
state government might cook up in the future 
if that government were elected by a signifi¬ 
cant number of this state’s residents. Just as 
with voter ID laws and resistance to immigra¬ 
tion reform, felony disenfranchisement dis¬ 
proportionately affects people who tend not 
to be the demographic the right considers its 
base: They’re more likely to 
be poor, and they’re less likely 
to be white. 

For example, The 
Washington Post reports 
that McAuliffe’s “decision 
particularly affects black 
residents of Virginia: 1 in 
4 African Americans in the 
state has been permanently 
banned from voting because 
of laws restricting the rights 
of those with convictions.” 
(See “About 200,000 convicted felons 
in Virginia will now have the right to vote 
in November,” April 22.) But, of course, 
that’s not the way that those who fight 
enfranchisement put it. In an editorial that 
ran in the Austin American-Statesman on 
May 19 (see “Should felons be allowed 
to vote? Yes, but ...”) and other papers, 
Heritage Foundation mouthpiece Hans 
von Spakovsky argued against McAuliffe’s 
actions, asking, “Do murderers, rapists, 
child molesters and armed robbers really 
deserve automatic restoration of their 
rights? They owe society and their victims a 
debt that can never be repaid.” 


As much as it exhausts me to see the 
same, tired tactic of lumping in everyone who 
is convicted of a felony with “child molest¬ 
ers,” our favorite modern-day bogeyman, I will 
go ahead and answer von Spakovsky’s rhe¬ 
torical question and say, yes, murderers, rap¬ 
ists, child molesters, and armed robbers do 
deserve automatic restoration of their rights 
once they’ve completed their sentences. 
Regardless of what von Spakovsky thinks, a 
person’s debt to society is the term of their 
sentence. To force a person to continue to 
pay after they’ve served their time is unfair 
and unreasonable. 

Additionally, Texas and other states should 
go further, and allow people to vote even 
while they’re in prison. What do we think 
is going to happen? Everyone with a felony 
is going to somehow mobilize and create a 
referendum that makes murder legal? (I’m 
pretty sure that already happened with Stand 
Your Ground, but I digress.) 

It’s not that I think that people who are 
convicted of crimes are necessarily good 
people (although some of them are); it’s that 
I’m not comfortable with us saying that only 
“good people” get to vote. As criminal justice 
reform advocate Lauren Johnson put it in a 
reply she wrote to von Spakovsky’s editorial: 
“People do not cease to become part of our 
community when they make a bad choice, 
nor should they not be counted ” (See “Even 
those with felony criminal records deserve 
dignity,” Austin American-Statesman, May 30.) 

I am comfortable with the fact that the 
democratic process means that I don’t 
always get what I want. I want everyone’s 
voice to be heard, not just the ones I think 
might agree with me. ■

COUNCIL MEMBERS HAVE A LOT TO DO BEFORE VACATION 


City Council’s taken a couple of weeks off from full, 
regular meetings, though the beat goes on via budget work 
and various committees. They held the nominally final 
budget work session Wednesday (additional discussions 
are likely), and no less than six council committees held 
meetings from May 23 to May 26, on everything from public 
safety to Austin Energy (committee of the whole). On the 
annual budget project, Council has been hearing staff pre¬ 
sentations on the city’s financial overview and specific 
policy questions, and offering feedback that will inform 
staff’s proposed budget, to arrive 
in July (more on that next week). 

The committees have been back- 
logged with pending resolutions 
that will make their way back to 
the full dais - this year’s commit¬ 
tee schedule is an attempt to rein 
in the myriad meetings that 
slowed work in 2015. 

Nevertheless, next week’s reg¬ 
ular meeting (June 9), to judge 
from the still-draft agenda, is bur¬ 
geoning with vexed questions 
(not a few of them punted from 
previous sessions). Among the 
highlights: 

• Five requests to issue bonds 
($42 million total) to finance 
Housing Authority rehabilita¬ 
tion of affordable or multifamily 
housing units on North Loop, 

Bolles Circle, Manchaca, Northgate, and Shadow Bend. 

• The return of the Austin Police Department’s request to 
move forward on purchasing (over time) license plate read¬ 
ers ($900,000), body cameras ($12 million), and smartphones 
($5 million). The cost and policy questions stalled approval 
at the May 19 meeting; see “Cameras for Cops,” p.16. 

• Several ground transportation matters: chauffeur permits 
as well as driver standards for transportation network 
companies, and second reading consideration for the pro¬ 
posed taxi driver co-op franchise (ATX Coop Taxi). 

• A resolution to expand revenue sources for the Housing 
Trust Fund, carried by Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo (with 
four co-sponsors). 


• A pending resolution concerning a proposed updating of 
the property tax homestead exemption for senior and dis¬ 
abled residents, carried by District 10 Council Member Sheri 
Gallo (with three co-sponsors, including Mayor Steve Adler). 

• No less than 14 scheduled public hearings on subjects rang¬ 
ing from those housing rehabilitation projects (which might be 
dispensed en masse) to the controversy over site development 
standards for charter schools to an alcohol sales waiver for a 
pizza joint near an elementary school on Hwy 290 East, and 
adoption of the South Central Waterfront Small Area Plan. 

In other words, Council will 
have plenty of gristle to chew on 
the currently 71-Item agenda, 
with likely a few additions 
between now and next week. 

□ 

That’s plenty of current busi¬ 
ness, but another council preoc¬ 
cupation is just beginning to rear 
its foreboding head: the 
November election faced by five 
council members who drew two- 
year terms following inaugura¬ 
tion last year. All five have offi¬ 
cially (more or less) announced 
their re-election bids, and as we 
go to press, only a single chal¬ 
lenger has publicly emerged: 

CM Delia Garza (D2) held her 
campaign kickoff last week, fea¬ 
turing support from prominent 
union leaders, e.g., the Austin Firefighters Association’s Bob 
Nicks (Garza is a former firefighter). She’s taken some heat 
for her forthright defense of Council’s TNC ordinance 
against the Uber and Lyft opposition campaign, and she was 
also the strongest opponent of the property tax homestead 
exemption (a stand she has reiterated in budget discussions). 

CM Greg Casar (D4) also emerged from the local union 
movement, specifically, the Workers Defense Project, and 
his announcement noted the support of the Workers 
Defense Action Rmd as well as the local firefighters and 
EMS unions, and the Laborers’ International Union of 
North America. He’s already gathered endorsements from 
several opponents of his first run, and says most of the D4 


neighborhood association leadership is supporting him. On 
the dais, Casar has emphasized labor rights issues, includ¬ 
ing living wages, “fair chance” hiring, and the worker safe¬ 
ty mandates he advocated for as a WDP spokesman. (He’s 
also known for the protracted election contest lawsuit filed 
by his defeated opponent, Laura Pressley, who continues to 
raise funds for her appeal, but hasn’t indicated whether she 
intends to run again.) 

CM Don Zimmerman (D6) has not made a formal 
announcement of a re-election bid, but he’s sued the city to 
challenge campaign finance rules as well as limitation peri¬ 
ods for fundraising and campaigning, so he’s indirectly 
been running for some time. He bills himself as the stron¬ 
gest conservative on the dais, in particular emphasizing 
“tax relief” and criticism of city management. Thus far, he’s 
the only incumbent who’s drawn a challenger - business¬ 
man Jimmy Flannigan, whom Zimmerman narrowly 
defeated in a 2014 run-off. 

CM Leslie Pool (D7) announced her re-election cam¬ 
paign with a long list of supporters, including the AFA and 
the EMS union, as well as quite a few elected officials: 
state Reps Donna Howard, Elliott Naishtat, Eddie 
Rodriguez, and Celia Israel; County Commissioner Brigid 
Shea; and AISD board member (and de facto state Rep) 
Gina Hinojosa. In her announcement, Pool noted her work 
on the city’s Climate Protection Plan, additional solar 
power, and her support for the homestead exemption. Prior 
to her election, Pool had an extensive record of board and 
commission service. 

CM Sheri Gallo (D10) boasted the support of several 
prior city officeholders in her first campaign, and the list 
seems to have grown. Among them were several former 
mayors - Ron Mullen, Lee Cooke, Bruce Todd, Frank 
Cooksey - a new addition is the most recent mayor, Lee 
Leffingwell. It’s a bipartisan group, suggesting Gallo’s dais 
role as a swing vote between hard-edged conservatives 
Zimmerman and Ellen Troxclair, and the progressive major¬ 
ity. (Years ago Gallo ran for County Commissioner as a 
Republican, but told the Chronicle she now considers her¬ 
self an independent.) She hasn’t yet drawn an opponent - 
unless you count Pool, whose District 7 borders Gallo’s 10 at 
the contentious line of 45th and Bull Creek, locus of the 
proposed Grove PUD that Gallo supports (it’s in D10) and 
Pool opposes. Conservative on city spending, Gallo has 
tended to vote with the mayor and the eastern CMs to sup¬ 
port more residential development - a precarious alliance. 

The five incumbents will be running for four-year terms, 
with the remainder of Council and the mayor up for re- 
election in 2018. - Michael King 



RUNDBERG REBLEND 

Before the city pushed north of 183, what’s now Rundberg 
Lane was farming country. Now that farming tradition appears 
on one of the bridges over Little Walnut Creek, and that’s 
just one of over a dozen new murals, painted by residents 
and students, designed to beautify the much-maligned area. 

It’s a collaborative endeavor, with groups including the 
North Austin Civic Association and arts-based nonprofit 
Rundberg Rising. The consortium takes advantage of the 
city’s Neighborhood Partnering Program grant assistance pro¬ 
gram, a part of the Imagine Austin comprehensive plan giving 
city assistance to community groups improving their neighbor¬ 
hood. Lanier High School art teacher and volunteer painter 
Isa Boonto-Zarifis explained, “There are so many bridges in 
our neighborhood that get graffitied and tagged that they 
said, ‘What can we do to beautify our neighborhood but take 
care of the graffiti problem at the same time?”’ 

The group found 24 sites along Little Walnut Creek, and 15 
were adopted by community groups and residents. NACA sub¬ 
mitted the application last October and received preliminary 
approval in January. After that, it went to the Arts Commis¬ 


sion, which gave it “a hearty thumbs-up,” said Caro Dubois, 
the Rundberg Rising advisory team member who has been 
overseeing the project. “They’re eager to see it completed.” 

It’s not just the small public bridg¬ 
es: The list also includes the Valero 
at Parkfield and Rutland, which will 
carry inspirational phrases selected 
by students. It’s also not just paints, 
with ceramics planned for the 900 
block of West Rundberg. Yet it’s all 
been done at minimal cost: The 
labor comes from a combination of 
adult volunteers and civic-minded 
students from Anderson and Lanier 
high schools, who also provided the 
designs. Much of the paint was 
donated, but some came from 
Austin ReBlend - another city program, whereby old paints 
dropped off at the Austin Recycle & Reuse Drop-Off Center 
are mixed to form new paint available for free (for residents 
and nonprofits). The recent bad weather has slowed the 
painting process, but Dubois said, “We hope to get 10 or 11 


of them finished by the end of this month ” 

However, the partnership with the city means it’s about a 
lot more than just painting flowers on concrete. In this case, 
the sweat equity provided by making 
streets prettier will also make them 
safer. There’s a section of missing 
sidewalk at Fairfield, right next to 
Lanier. Dubois said, “Students have 
to walk in the street on a blind curve 
to get to school.” When finished, the 
bridge painting should leverage the 
$300,000 via the NPP needed to 
make their commute safer. 

It’s all part of the broader initia¬ 
tive to improve both Rundberg’s 
infrastructure, as well as the percep¬ 
tion that the area is just Austin’s 
northern slum. Historically often overlooked by policymakers 
and City Council, and home to some of the city’s poorest and 
most diverse communities, Dubois said, “We just want to get 
some positive news about this area. We’re affordable and, 
shoot, we’re an international food center.” - Richard Whittaker

On May 26, Mayor Steve Adler announced his bond proposal for the November election. 
Some of the specifics remain unclear, but here are some relevant figures. - Amy Kamp

be upgraded to automatically adjust to 
weather, congestion, and accidents); pull¬ 
outs for bus stops that cut into the curb 
and sidewalk; “queue jump” signals that 
allow buses to go before the light is green 
for cars; and protected bike paths. With 
TIFs (tax increment financing), PIDs (pub¬ 
lic improvement districts), and developer 
agreements, the mayor hopes to reduce 
the amount that would need to be funded 
by the bond to $450-550 million. 


$75-125 million: The estimated 
amount that would go to fixing 
bottlenecks at 360, Parmer, Brodie, 
and other frustrating intersections 
outside of Central Austin.

Austin’s streets should be safe, comfortable, and convenient for all users, not just those in 
motor vehicles. As Austin has grown, city staff has acknowledged a serious need for better 
infrastructure. But sidewalks and bike lanes are not the only need. Pedestrians and cyclists 
need their voices to be heard and their concerns addressed: Negligent and aggressive driving 
make roads, sidewalks, and crosswalks dangerous to traverse. After publishing “Justice for 
Pedestrians,” May 13, we heard from several readers requesting more info about how to get 
involved in creating a safer city for all residents.

CITY NEEDS MORE ECONOMIC ANALYSIS 
OF DENSITY BONUS PROGRAMS 


Last week, the Planning and Neighbor¬ 
hoods Committee took a first look at a 
review of the city’s density bonus pro¬ 
grams, which together form one of the 
city’s key policies for creating affordable 
housing in Austin. Mayor Pro Tem Kathie 
Tovo initiated the evaluation last August to 
explore best practices and determine what 
impact the fee-in-lieu option, a controver¬ 
sial feature of the programs, has had in 
resolving the city’s affordable 
housing deficit. Tovo has been 
witness to the debate around 
this policy from behind the 
dais longer than any of her fel¬ 
low council members, and she 
is eager to take action on 
reforms she considers long 
overdue. “It has been an ongo¬ 
ing concern of mine,” she said. 

“My interest is to move away 
from fee-in-lieu and towards 
on-site construction.” 

Jessi Koch, a planner in the 
Real Estate and Development 
Division of the Neighborhood 
Housing and Community 
Development (NHCD) depart¬ 
ment, shared with the com¬ 
mittee draft recommenda¬ 
tions city staff had produced after analyzing 
the new collection of data. Primary among 
these was the need for a comprehensive 
economic analysis by an independent con¬ 
sultant to calibrate the fee-in-lieu prices 
and on-site affordability requirements in 
proportion to the value of the bonus entitle¬ 
ments earned by the participating develop¬ 
er. 

In other words, staff want to have a better 
idea of how much they can ask for when 
bargaining with developers. After the pre¬ 
sentation, Tovo remarked, “We can conduct 
an economic analysis and adjust as we need 
to, but I think it is necessary to set that 
expectation, where we have the ability to do 


so, having those units on-site.” 

The city currently operates 10 density 
bonus programs, six of which offer a fee-in- 
lieu alternative to meeting the affordability 
requirement of the program (for most pro¬ 
grams, 10% of units must be affordable) 
giving developers the option of paying a 
one-time sum based on square footage of 
the project that will go toward creating 
future affordable projects. The logic behind 


the fee-in-lieu is that it entices developers 
to participate in one of these programs 
when they would otherwise not, such as 
those building in the expensive environ¬ 
ment of Downtown. Even if they do not 
construct any affordable units in their proj¬ 
ect, the reasoning goes, developers who pay 
a fee-in-lieu are still contributing to the 
city’s long-term affordability goals. 

That rationale has certainly appealed to 
some developers. In fact, since its incep¬ 
tion, the participants in the Downtown 
Density Bonus Program have all chosen 
the fee-in-lieu option. Meanwhile, there 
have only been two affordable housing proj¬ 
ects that have been funded by fee-in-lieu 


payments so far, both co-ops in the Univer¬ 
sity Neighborhood Overlay (UNO). 

This asymmetry between input and out¬ 
put has led some to speculate whether 
these programs are doing what they are 
supposed to do, but Regina Copic, manager 
of the Real Estate and Development Divis¬ 
ion of NHCD, said that for the most part, 
they are. “It’s a misconception that there’s 
this enormous pot of money that we’re not 
spending,” she said. “Most of the develop¬ 
ments include affordable units on-site.” 
While more exact numbers will be available 
with the upcoming report, the city’s open 
data portal reveals that, as of Aug. 2015, 38 
affordable units have been built on-site 
through the Transit Oriented Development 
program, and 461 have been 
built through the UNO density 
bonus program (the other pro¬ 
gram numbers were not listed). 

The confusion stems, per¬ 
haps, from the piecemeal nature 
of the programs. Each began at 
a different time, each follows 
different rules and parameters, 
and the funds generated from 
the fee-in-lieu option end up in 
different places depending on 
the program. This diversity has 
made it difficult for city staff to 
know how effective the pro- 
o grams are. “Because of the vari- 
S ety of programs,” Koch said, 
£ “it’s difficult to compare apples 
| to apples.” 

z Jim Robertson, program 
manager of CodeNEXT and head of the 
Urban Design Division of the Planning and 
Zoning department, said that standardiza¬ 
tion of the programs would empower the city 
to make the most out of them. “While there 
will always naturally be some variation with 
density bonus programs,” he said, “the 
application process and the formulation of 
requirements and fees should be similar.” 

As of now, the Downtown program is the 
only one that hires an outside economic 
consultant to adjust the fee-in-lieu and 
affordability requirements according to 
hypothetical pro forma models - which 
essentially consider different costs associ¬ 
ated with an area like land and rent, and 


then estimate how much different kinds of 
projects would cost. Then the model calcu¬ 
lates, theoretically, how many affordable 
units a developer could build and still make 
a profit, and how much they would be will¬ 
ing to pay for a fee-in-lieu. The other den¬ 
sity programs, with a couple of one-time 
exceptions, have had to rely on city staff to 
make these same projections using the 
Consumer Price Index as a guide. 

Jeff Jack, the chair of the Zilker Neigh¬ 
borhood Association’s CodeNEXT commit¬ 
tee, has been critical of the city’s lack of 
economic insight when it comes to density 
bonus programs and dealing with develop¬ 
ers. “We don’t have a real, strategic eco¬ 
nomic model that we’re working with,” he 
said. “Without that, we’re shooting blind.” 

Tovo thinks that an economic perspective 
would contribute to the efficacy of these 
programs. “If we had someone on city staff 
with the expertise to give us better esti¬ 
mates on how much entitlements would 
benefit developers, then it would help us 
move forward,” she said. 

Council Member Leslie Pool agrees with 
Tovo that there needs to be a way to see 
more affordable units from these programs, 
at deeper levels of affordability. “Right now 
we’ve got a carrot,” she said, “but we don’t 
have a stick.” 

Robertson, on the other hand, does not 
think it is feasible or necessary to have a 
full-time economic adviser on the city’s 
payroll, although he does think all the pro¬ 
grams would benefit from consultation on a 
semi-regular basis. “We would not need that 
expertise all the time,” he said. “The hypo¬ 
thetical models are fairly predictable.” 

The upcoming report will be brought 
before the Planning and Neighborhoods 
Committee again on June 20, and then the 
final version will be presented to the mayor 
and City Council soon after. While Council 
deliberates on the balance between on-site 
vs. fee-in-lieu, Copic believes that both 
options would be enhanced by a compre¬ 
hensive economic analysis. “If we don’t do 
that, we may have situations out there right 
now where we’re leaving money on the 
table,” she said. “It may turn out we could 
be asking for 15 percent or 20 percent afford¬ 
ability in certain areas.” - Joseph Caterine 



GROVE PARKS NOT (YET) SUPERIOR 


Last week, the Parks and Recreation Board 
met and, after hours of testimony and discus¬ 
sion, affirmed city staff’s finding that the 
Grove at Shoal Creek planned unit develop¬ 
ment application (submitted last March by 
developer ARG Bull Creek, Ltd.) is not superi¬ 
or when it comes to parks. PARD Director 
Sara Hensley expressed hope that the city, 
developer, and neighborhood groups could 
make their way to an agreement that will 
“work for everyone,” but admitted: “I don’t 
think everyone’s going to be happy, though.” 

The situation is more tense than ever as 
the project makes its way to City Council. It 
took months for board member Alison Alter, 
who was appointed last year by CM Sheri 


Gallo, to get the item before the Parks board 
in the first place. Board Chair Jane Rivera 
said that they had also been asked “multiple 
times, in multiple ways” by CM Leslie Pool 
to take up the matter. 

When it finally did make it on the agenda 
on May 24, it resulted in nearly three hours 
of discussion, between questions from the 
board, the findings from Parks staff, and tes¬ 
timony from the developer and neighborhood 
groups. As it stands now, at least the parks 
element of the PUD application does not, 
according to the city’s criteria, exceed the 
minimum requirements laid out in the 2007 
Parkland Dedication Ordinance - which 
they must in order to qualify for PUD zoning.

Staff could only analyze 16.63 of the 18 
acres ARG has proposed, because two acres 
are considered “flex space” and ARG hasn’t r 
made the final call on where those two acres \ 
will be, though ideally, for the city at least, it = 
would be included in (what is now planned : 
as) the 14-acre signature park. Additionally, \ 
portions of the land that are designed to be 
open space cannot be credited toward the 
parkland because they’re within the 100-year 
floodplain (from the 2007 ordinance) or a crit¬ 
ical environmental feature (such as the water 
quality pond). 

ARG takes issue with that calculation by 
PARD, saying in a statement that those areas 
“absolutely will be enjoyed by people living 



and visiting the Grove as much as the active 
play areas.” They blame PARD for not giving 
them enough guidance on how they could 
achieve superiority, although an entire slide 
in the staff’s presentation detailed how they 
might get there.

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HOW MUCH DOES A WITCH HUNT COST? 


In the wake of undercover video recorded 
by an extremist anti-choice group that pur¬ 
ported to show the illegal sale of fetal tissue 
by Planned Parenthood, state officials last 
year launched two investigations into the 
reproductive health provider’s business prac¬ 
tices, one led by Attorney General Ken 
Paxton and the other by the Texas Health 
and Human Services Commission. 

Planned Parenthood 
offices were raided, 
and subpoenas were 
thrust upon employ¬ 
ees to hand over 
hundreds of medical 
documents while 
health officials 
threatened to cut PP 
patients from 
Medicaid. 

The video debacle 
hit a point of vindica¬ 
tion for the health 
provider earlier this 
year when, after two 
months of review, a 
Harris County grand 
jury chose not to 
indict Planned Par¬ 
enthood Gulf Coast 
on allegations of 
unlawful misconduct, 
and instead indicted 
two anti-abortion 
activists with the 
Center for Medical Progress, who were 
involved in making the allegations. 

Case closed, right? Not so much. “Nothing 
about [the] announcement in Harris County 
impacts the state’s ongoing investigation,” 
wrote Gov. Greg Abbott following the grand 
jury decision. “The state of Texas will contin¬ 
ue to protect life, and I will continue to sup¬ 
port legislation prohibiting the sale or trans¬ 
fer of fetal tissue.” 

Despite zero evidence of criminal activity 
and the fact that the videos were deceptive, 
highly edited, and widely debunked, Republic¬ 
an state officials turned a blind eye to the 


facts and continued their witch hunt. That 
means considerable time, money, and 
resources - which could be spent on combat¬ 
ing actual fraud and abuse against the 
state’s vulnerable - have been diverted to 
conduct an inquiry into hollow allegations. 
How much time and money? The Attorney 
General’s Office has expended nearly 500 
hours on the investigation, costing the state 
$47,624, according to 
an open records 
request filed by the 
Chronicle. (A reminder: 
This is the same office, 
now under a different 
attorney general, that 
paid an anti-abortion 
wordsmith more than 
$42,000 to doctor court 
testimony in support of 
anti-choice laws.) 

“I feel like in a state 
where a million children 
live in poverty and the 
highest number of resi¬ 
dents are uninsured, 
even spending $500 on 
investigating these 
baseless claims purely 
for political ploys is 
shameful - it’s a mis- 
i use of the public’s 
| trust,” said Heather 
3 Busby, NARAL Pro- 
* Choice Texas executive 
director. “This coupled with Paxton’s potty 
policing is making us a national embarrass¬ 
ment.” 

It’s difficult not to imagine the funds going 
toward solving several of the state’s actual 
deep, systemic problems, including repairing 
the broken foster care system, failing infra¬ 
structure, the mental health care funding cri¬ 
sis, and tainted water. “That’s 500 hours the 
state could have helped abused foster kids 
in their custody,” said Blake Rocap, local 
attorney and reproductive health policy advi¬ 
sor with the ACLU of Texas. “That’s their 
responsibility, too.” - Mary Tuma 



nature park, 3) install a trail connecting the 
property to the Shoal Creek Greenbelt, and 
4) make the current park areas more acces¬ 
sible to the public. 

“When the developers bid on this property, 
they took a business risk and they paid more 
than $40 million for a property that was 
unzoned,” said Alter, “and the neighborhood 
shouldn’t pay because they took a business 
risk and perhaps didn’t factor in everything 
that should’ve been factored in, that many 
other developers did factor in. And Austin 
shouldn’t pay because ARG/MileStone took a 
business risk that may or may not pay off.” 

□ 

As we go to press on Wednesday, June 1, 
the Grove is in the process of going before 

the Environmental Commission. All the 

attention focused on the Parks board has 
been redirected there. The Bull Creek Road 


Coalition has been asking residents opposed 
to the current Grove proposal to call and email 
the commissioners in advance of the meeting. 
The developer has raised eyebrows by send¬ 
ing a flier to the residents at the Westmin¬ 
ster senior living community near the Grove, 
promising them a limo bus ride and barbecue 
dinner in exchange for their testimony. 

For people whose lives can be sometimes 
be routine, that’s an attractive offer. But at 
least one resident reported being unwelcome 
because of their opinion. In an email forward¬ 
ed to the Chronicle, ARG’s consultant Jason 
Meeker told the resident he would find it 
“hard to provide transportation back to West¬ 
minster from City Hall for those who do not 
support my client.” 

“I was clearly joking,” Meeker later 
explained. “Of course our bus is round trip.”

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Cameras for Cops 

KEY DETAILS REMAIN UNRESOLVED AS 
PROPOSAL HEADS TO CITY COUNCIL 



Next Thursday, June 9, City Council will 
once again take up the topic of body-worn 
cameras (BWCs) for the Austin Police 
Department. The topic was originally 
scheduled for May 19, but Council punted it 
in order for the city to have time to consider 
what was missing from APD’s primary 
operating policy. 

The recommendation from the city’s pur¬ 
chasing department calls for Council to 
approve a 60-month service contract with 
Taser International that’s expected to cost 
$9.4 million, plus two 12-month extension 
options totaling an additional $2.7 million. 
Initial deployment would put 500 BWCs 
(likely Taser’s Axon 2s) on Austin officers, 
with 500 additional cameras hitting the 
street the next year, 500 more the year after 
that, and 200 more in the fourth year. APD 
currently has 1,737 commissioned officers 
on its force. 

Based on the evaluation matrix that 
accompanies the city’s service request for 
cameras, Taser scored the highest of any 
company that submitted a bid to outfit 
Austin’s patrol officers. The Arizona com¬ 
pany scored 10 points higher than its clos¬ 
est competitor, Utility Associates, with nota¬ 
bly high marks in function match, hard¬ 
ware support, and staff availability. It scored 
second in pricing behind Utility among the 
four scored on the matrix to provide a better 
pricing model. 

Taser’s tendency to sell law enforcement 
agencies cameras at a low cost only to profit 
off pricey data storage plans is well recog¬ 
nized. In many cities, thanks to the thou¬ 
sands of hours of footage BWCs record, 
storage has accounted for roughly five 
times the cost of equipping officers, 


acknowledges Taser CEO Rick Smith. As 
Grits for Breakfast writer Scott Henson 
noted in April, there do exist other options. 
State Department of Information 
Resources COO Dale Richardson recently 
told the Texas House of Representatives’ 
Emerging Issues in Law Enforcement Com¬ 
mittee that his department is working on 
reformatting the state’s two data centers to 
handle BWC storage for local agencies in a 
nonprofit capacity, at a cost of $50 per cam¬ 
era per month. (Beyond cost, questions 
have circled concerning the propriety of 
contracting with Taser, which has been 
criticized by both Amnesty International 
and the United Nations Human Rights 
Committee for the effect its most promi¬ 
nent product - the Taser electroshock weap¬ 
on - has had on modern policing. Between 
2001 and 2012, according to AI, more than 
500 Americans died from Taser shocks 
administered by law enforcement.) 

Despite the high marks on the matrix, it’s 
tough to tell right now what the city is get¬ 
ting with these cameras. APD policy, as 
outlined in a seven-page modification to 
their employee handbook, champions the 
cameras as providing “an unbiased audio/ 
video recording of events that employees 
encounter.” The department considers the 
cameras useful for documenting evidence, 
preparing offense reports, aiding court tes¬ 
timony, protecting officers “from false alle¬ 
gations of misconduct,” and “debriefing 
incidents or evaluating performance.” 

Officers have been directed to com¬ 
mence recording when they arrive on a 
scene, have detained or arrested a person, 
or are attempting to detain or arrest a per¬ 
son. They can stop recording when an 


arrest has been made and the arrestee has 
been transported to Travis County Jail, or 
when no other law enforcement action is to 
occur. As with many police operating pro¬ 
cedures, those pertaining to BWCs tend to 
function on a sliding scale. “There may be 
instances in which an officer is required to 
take immediate action to an event that 
occurs directly in front of them which may 
not allow time to activate their BWC,” 
reads the handbook. “In those situations, 
it may be impractical or unreasonable for 
employees to activate their BWC system 
before taking police action. It is expected 
that once the immediacy of the situation is 
over, employees will activate their BWC 
system to record the remainder of the inci¬ 
dent. Officers will need to articulate the 
reasoning for the delayed activation of 
their BWC.” 

The department details that cameras will 
be used during traffic stops, foot pursuits, 


DWI investigations, issuing warrants, inves¬ 
tigatory stops, or any contact with civilians 
“that becomes adversarial.” Recorded foot¬ 
age can be used by officers in five instanc¬ 
es: to make sure the system is working; to 
assist with the writing of a report, supple¬ 
ment, or memorandum, or prior to making 
a statement about an incident; for the pur¬ 
pose of reviewing evidence; by supervisors 
investigating acts of employee conduct; and 
by department personnel participating in 
an official investigation. 

Policies concerning a civilian’s ability to 
view that same footage are currently far 
less clear. Monday, May 23, at a Public 
Safety Committee meeting, APD 
Technology Commander Eli Reyes admit¬ 
ted the policy “does not go into specific 
details” about open records requests. He 
said the current policy, as scripted by APD, 
aligns with Senate Bill 158, a law passed 
during the 84th Legislature that stipulates 


THE MERITS OF HYPNOSIS-INDUCED TESTIMONY 


Charles Don Flores received a stay of 
execution from the Texas Court of Criminal 
Appeals just six days before his scheduled 
execution date of June 2. On May 19, the 
court had received a series of motions filed 
by Flores’ attorneys arguing that their client 
should have his execution stayed and be 
granted a new trial because the merits of his 
conviction were potentially rooted in junk sci¬ 
ence - namely, a pivotal witness who was 
only able to identify Flores at the scene of 
the murder after police put her under hypno¬ 
sis in order to secure a testimony. 

Flores, 46, was sentenced to death after 
being found guilty of capital murder for the 
killing of Betty Black, who was found dead 
in her house in Farmers Branch (northwest of 
Dallas) on the morning of Jan. 29, 1998. 
Investigators knew the murder took place at 
the time of an attempted burglary; Black’s 
house had been trashed in an effort to find a 
five-figure stash of cash Black and her hus¬ 


band were holding for their son Gary while 
he was in prison. 

Flores’ friend Ricky Childs knew this 
because he was dating Gary’s common-law 
wife, Jackie Roberts. Fie needed the money 
to pay Flores for an arranged drug deal 
between the two. Shortly before 7am on Jan. 
29, Black’s neighbor Jill Bargainer saw 
Childs’ tie-dyed Volkswagen pull into the 
driveway of Black’s home, and two men get 
out and walk into the house. Bargainer’s ini¬ 
tial witness account did not identify Flores as 
the second person. His DNA was not found 
inside the house, and no gun used in the 
crime has been traced back to him. Flores 
maintains that he was at his house in Irving 
that morning making breakfast with his wife. 

Flores does not deny that he - as his fed¬ 
eral habeas attorney states - “engaged in 
conduct that is not becoming of one claiming 
innocence” after learning of the murder. In 
fact, he set Childs’ car on fire and went to 


Mexico for several months. The FBI eventual¬ 
ly caught up with him in May, after he 
returned to Texas to see his family. A high¬ 
speed chase ended with Flores totaling his 
mother’s Volvo, and then attempting to out¬ 
run the pursuing officers. While in custody in 
a hospital, being 
treated for injuries 
from the crash, 

Flores tried unsuc¬ 
cessfully to make a 
second escape. 

Flores’ indigent 
attorneys were 
reportedly absent in 
preliminary investiga¬ 
tions, but he stood a 
chance based on the lack of physical evi¬ 
dence connecting him to the crime. All the 
prosecution had, save for the drug deal 
between Flores and Childs, was a testimony 
Bargainer gave police six days after the mur¬ 
der, in which she submitted to hypnosis and 
took more than an hour’s worth of questions 
in an effort to identify the passenger of 


Childs’ car. (Bargainer had been able to iden¬ 
tify Childs in a police lineup in the days 
between the murder and her testimony. 

Asked during initial questioning, she said the 
passenger was white and thin.) 

Flores, who’s Hispanic and rotund, was 
convicted and sen¬ 
tenced to death on 
April 2, 1999. 

Childs, who’s white, 
pleaded guilty to 
murder and accept¬ 
ed a 35-year sen¬ 
tence one year later; 
he has since been 
released on parole. 
The TCCA’s May 27 
decision sends Flores’ case back to the trial 
court, where arguments will be heard on the 
merits of a hypnosis-induced testimony. If it 
can be concluded that a reasonable jury 
would not have allowed - or not have been 
swayed by - such a testimony, Flores stands 
to be awarded a new trial. - Chase Hoffberger 
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standards a city must meet with its BWC 
program before becoming eligible for a 
state grant. Release of information under 
that law requires that requesters provide a 
date and approximate time of the event in 
question, a specific location, and the name 
of one or more people known to be a sub¬ 
ject in the recording. Any recording that 
occurs in a private space cannot be released 
without written authorization of the person 
in the video. 

BWC video from critical incidents, like 
any officer-involved shooting, will be han¬ 
dled the same way that APD and the Travis 
County District Attorney’s Office current¬ 
ly handle similar incidents captured by 
dashboard cameras. Reyes pointed to the 
February shooting of David Joseph - and 
the May decision by a grand jury not to 
indict former APD Officer Geoffrey 
Freeman for that death - as a case study on 
releasable footage: The D.A.’s office waited 
until Freeman was no-billed and the inves¬ 
tigation into any potential criminal conduct 
was concluded before dashboard camera 
footage was released. 

Reyes attempted to assuage concerns 
about current BWC operating procedures 
by telling the PSC that the policy remains 
“a living, breathing document” at APD. He 
said the department has a policy review 
committee that meets monthly, and that 
APD has already taken feedback from the 
community: ACLU policy strategist Matt 
Simpson, the Texas Criminal Justice 
Coalition’s Kathy Mitchell, and the 
NAACP’s Yannis Banks. Reyes said that 
APD incorporated two suggestions from 
Simpson, Mitchell, and Banks into its poli¬ 
cy. Mitchell countered with the specific cir¬ 
cumstances of that meeting: The stakehold¬ 
ers were given one opportunity to sort 
through the language, but weren’t able to 


take the proposed policy home. “Our best 
ideas probably came after we walked out 
the door,” she said. 

Most pivotal to critics of the current poli¬ 
cy is not what should be done to release 
videos in the interest of the public, but in 
the interest of each specific person. BWCs 
first came into the picture as a way to 
increase accountability for both police and 
civilians. However, while APD’s current 
policy allows officers to review footage to 
make sure their story is straight before tes¬ 
tifying in court, scripting incident reports, 
or providing official statements, civilians 
involved in an arrest or other contentious 
incident (about which they may have filed a 
complaint with the Office of Police Monitor 
or Internal Affairs) won’t be allowed to 
view the footage. (For a fleeting moment, 
PSC chair and chief conspiracist Don Zim¬ 
merman made sense: “If [an] officer has a 
right to review the recording before they 
make an official statement, shouldn’t you 
have the right to review a recording before 
you make a statement?”) 

Opponents of APD’s plan have recom¬ 
mended an opt-in policy for arrestees and 
detainees, where they can tell the officer 
they’re dealing with that they’d like for the 
video taken of the incident to be releasable 
to the general public. There’s also the ques¬ 
tion of what to do with footage of a person 
who’s simply a bystander, or not a person of 
interest. If an officer is filming a pursuit on 
Sixth Street and just happens to film an 
ancillary event (like, say, a drunk doing 
something embarrassing), should that clip 
be releasable, against that person’s wishes? 

All that remains up in the air. Hopefully, 
by the end of June 9’s discussion, Council 
will recognize all the intricacies and unset¬ 
tled questions of this vote.

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No doubt you will be thrilled to learn that 
we now live and work in a “gig economy.” 

That’s the latest corporate buzz-phrase 
from Silicon Valley. CEOs are hailing a Brave 
New Workplace in which we lucky worker bees 
no longer have to be stuck in traditional jobs 
with traditional hours, traditional middle-class 
pay scales, traditional benefits, traditional job 
security, and all those other fusty “tradition- 
als” of the old workplace. In fact, in the gig 
economy, you don’t even get a workplace. 
Rather, you’ll be “liberated” to work in a series 
of short-term jobs in many places, always on- 
call through a mobile app on your iPhone or 
through a temp agency. How exciting is that? 

Well, they use “exciting” in the sense of 
distressing and nerve-wracking. The gig econ¬ 
omy means you’re on your own - you’re not 
an employee, but an “independent contrac¬ 
tor,” with no rights and no union. You might 
have lots of calls to work this week, but 


there’ll be many weeks with no calls. Don’t 
get sick or injured, for no health care or work¬ 
ers’ comp are provided. A pension? Your 
retirement plan is called “adios, chump.” 

This “alternative work arrangement” is not 
a futuristic concept - it’s already here and 
spreading fast. Some 16% of U.S. workers 
are now in this on-call, temporary, part-time, 
low-pay, you’re-on-your-own economy, up from 
only 10% a decade ago. Corporate chieftains 
(backed by the economists and politicians 
they purchase) are creating what they call a 
workforce of nonemployees for one reason: 
greed. It directly transfers more money and 
power from workaday families into the coffers 
of moneyed elites. 

Their gig economy is aptly named, for 
“gigs” are crude four-hook fishing devices 
that’re drug by commercial fleets through 
schools of fish to impale them, haul them in, 
and cash in on the pain.

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A Level 
Playing Field 

Charter schools have a distinct advantage over ISDs 
when it comes to building new campuses. 

Will City Council change that on June 9?

Imagine waking up one morning and 
finding someone is building a school right 
next to your house. Pretty much the first 
thing you heard about it is when demolition 
started. This may sound crazy, but it’s 
already happened in Austin, as charter 
schools have taken advantage of a loophole 
in the city’s planning rules. It’s allowed 
them to avoid many of the standard pro¬ 
cesses with which any other builder - includ¬ 
ing the local school districts - has to comply. 

The charters say they need the leeway the 
current rules give them, but the local school 
districts argue they have an unfair advan¬ 
tage. So far, the city is agreeing with the 
ISDs. On May 24, on a 7-4 vote, the Planning 
Commission sent an ordinance to City 
Council to close the loophole and revise the 
rules for charter construction. As scheduled, 
it should reach Council by June 9: If approved, 
it will be on the books before the next school 
year. Before the vote, Planning Commissioner 
Patricia Seeger said, “This is a land use issue. 
It’s not a referendum on if charters are good, 
about their financing, about their funding, 
even about education. It’s about land use.” 

The purpose of the measure is not to 
standardize planning requirements for all 
public schools, whether run by elected ISD 
trustees or private charter boards. Instead, 
as Development Services Department man¬ 
aging engineer Andy Linseisen told com¬ 
missioners, the purpose of the ordinance is 
“to as closely as possible create equality 
with respect to all the core operating devel¬ 
opment requirements in the code.” 


The previous night, the AISD board of 
trustees approved a resolution backing the 
ordinance, calling for the council to adopt 
“amendments to the City’s Land Develop¬ 
ment Code implementing land develop¬ 
ment regulations for open enrollment char¬ 
ter schools that are no less restrictive than 
development activities of the District.” As 
Superintendent Paul Cruz told the board, 
“It’s just about playing by the same rules.” 

TWO YEARS VS. FIVE 

The discussion about the ordinance 
began in 2013, when city staff first noticed 
that there was a massive loophole when it 
came to building schools. As it stands, pub¬ 
lic schools - within both ISDs and charter 
networks - are exempt from large chunks of 
the Land Development Code. 

At least, that’s how it is written. In reality, 
all eight ISDs either wholly or partially con¬ 
tained within Austin city limits have entered 
into interlocal agreements with the city, 
meaning that there is an extra layer of restric¬ 
tions. However, while they are described as 
public schools, open-enrollment charters are 
run as private entities, and so cannot enter 
into an interlocal agreement. Instead, they’re 
allowed to simply file a site plan exemption 
with the city, speed through the process, and 
be effectively exempted from many strictures 
placed on other structures. 

The details of the exemptions mean char¬ 
ters have proven to be far nimbler in con¬ 
struction than the districts operating under 
interlocal agreements. Opening an AISD 


campus takes roughly five years from first 
plans to first period. A charter school gener¬ 
ally takes less than half that, around two 
years, and allows construction under looser 
regulations and with less public engagement. 

Under instructions from the Planning 
Commission and Council, in 2013 staff start¬ 
ed examining the loophole. At that time, it 
seemed like a procedural fix, but it became 
a lightning rod when Austin Achieve moved 
into the Windsor Park neighborhood in 
2014. Many residents only found out the 
school was moving in when construction 
started. Because of the site plan exemption, 
and the reduced requirements placed on 

2 them by charter law, Achieve crammed 600 

3 students onto four acres. (For context, if 
ro AISD wants to build an elementary, they’d 
o be looking at 16 acres.) AISD Facilities 
z Executive Director Paul Turner said, “In 
o that situation, the school was constructed 
£ right over the privacy fence of a home, and 
z it was this huge structure overshadowing 

the whole neighborhood.” Moreover, since 
there was no playing field, “they had chil¬ 
dren playing out in the street. ... [Achieve] 
didn’t interact with the neighborhood, they 
just went ahead and did it.” 

In August 2015, closing the loophole 
received added impetus when the Austin 
Neighborhoods Council passed a resolution 
formally backing putting charters on a level 
playing field with Austin ISD. Now the mat¬ 
ter is headed back to Council, and while 
there are expected to be further negotia¬ 
tions on the exact wording before the antic¬ 
ipated June 9 vote, staff told the commis¬ 
sioners they expected language that all 
sides can agree upon will be reached. 

While Seeger framed this as about real 
estate, for local ISDs the issue isn’t simply 
about bricks and mortar: It’s about the 
ongoing war for student numbers. Since the 
Legislature passed open enrollment charter 
legislation in 1995, traditional public 
schools have faced increasingly aggressive 
recruitment tactics and student number 
predation from charters, who sometimes 
offer the moon with little to back it up. For 
example, in 2011, when IDEA Public 
Schools were pushing to take over the Allan 
Elementary campus, their claims to suc¬ 
cessfully educate underserved communi¬ 
ties were thoroughly debunked by research¬ 
ers (see “Fuller Versus IDEA,” Dec. 8, 2011). 
That hasn’t stopped the charter group from 
opening two Austin campuses - one on 
Vargas, one on Rundberg - with a third 


planned to open on East Slaughter this 
August. That’s all in under three years. 
AISD Board Vice President Paul Saldana 
said, “They don’t have to comply with the 
compatibility standards, or even to the 
development standards.” 

AISD is well aware of the need around 
Rundberg/Kramer/183, having recently 
opened two elementary campuses (Guer- 
rero-Thompson in 2013; Padron in 2014) in 
District 3, represented by Trustee Ann 
Teich. However, that’s not the only area that 
faces stiff competition from groups like 
IDEA that can open campuses far faster. 
Saldana noted that District 1, represented 
by Trustee Ted Gordon, has been ground 
zero for charter expansion. Additionally, 
Saldana fears the unproven Slaughter Lane 
IDEA will pull kids from nearby District 6 
schools, such as the under-enrolled 
Williams, or over-enrolled Blazier. He said, 
“For anyone who’s never stepped foot into 
Blazier, and all they’ve heard about is the 
overcrowding, they’re going to see a brand- 
new, shiny IDEA school; they’ll probably 
end up sending their kids to that school.” 

CHARTERS PUSH BACK 

Even with the tide of public opinion seem¬ 
ingly against them, the charters are still 
making a case against the ordinance. With 
assistance from the Texas Charter Schools 
Association, several groups with an Austin 
footprint formed a coalition to correct what 
they see as misunderstandings about what 
the current system allows, and what the 
ordinance changes. Matthew Abbott, CEO of 
Wayside Schools, said that the term “exemp¬ 
tion” is slightly misleading because “we 
have a very rigorous process for opening 
buildings.” It still includes heights, set¬ 
backs, “all those very same things you 
would have to do during a site planning.” In 
their attempt to create parity with AISD, he 
said the commission went too far, and the 
proposed excessive strictures place charters 
at a disadvantage. It would undoubtedly 
mean an increase in the time spent on get¬ 
ting planning approval (anything from six 
months to a year, rather than the current 
two-to-four month process) and more money 
(an estimated $100,000 to $200,000 extra in 
costs). Abbott said, “They almost want to 
treat us as if we’re commercial businesses, 
as opposed to treating us like other public 
schools.” 

Abbott has suggested that one potential 
solution could be to get rid of the interlocal 
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Many of the 50 charter schools in Austin have taken 
advantage of loose city regulations about building 
public schools. After IDEA Public Schools had their 
contract with Austin ISD to run the Allan campus 
canceled, the charter group rapidly opened two 
campuses - including this one on Rundberg - with a 
third in Southeast Austin to quickly follow. 


agreements and simply put ISDs on the 
same exemption protocol from which char¬ 
ters currently benefit. However, Saldana 
rejected that idea, because the district 
wants its developments to be vetted by the 
neighborhoods, not inflicted upon them. 
When AISD issues bonds, he said, “it’s tax¬ 
payer money. ... We certainly have chal¬ 
lenges and sometimes we have issues with 
neighborhood plans, but we know as part of 
the agreement with the city that it’s contin¬ 
gent on us doing our due diligence.” 

The May 24 commission vote was seen as 
pivotal: If the board had granted a post¬ 
ponement, that would have pushed back a 
council vote to August, giving the charters 
extra time to file exemptions for future 
sites. With the measure scheduled for 
council consideration on June 9, Abbott 
said it is unclear whether buildings in 
progress would be grandfathered in with 
their exemptions. 

That change in schedule would have the 
most immediate impact on Wayside, which 
is planning a new campus in Southeast 
Austin. The intention is to open the school 
- their first purpose-built campus, rather 
than a retrofitted existing structure - for 
the 2017-18 school year. If they can no lon¬ 
ger speed the process through with a site 
plan exemption, Abbott said, “We no lon¬ 
ger believe we can open a school in time 
for ’17-18.” 

The charter consortium’s argument 
echoes the city’s theme of a level playing 
field. However Traci Berry, senior vice presi¬ 
dent of community engagement and educa¬ 
tion for Goodwill Central Texas, said, “What 
[the city is] looking for in this ordinance 
they have to put together is what they call 
parity with AISD, and it doesn’t do that.” 

AISD’s Turner countered that school dis¬ 
tricts are currently working at a massive 
disadvantage to the charters: While the 
interlocal land development agreement 
gives them a streamlined process, such as 
having a dedicated review team at the city, 
it’s still lengthy and complex. Rather than 
creating shortcuts, it formalizes exactly 
what the city wants from a public school. 


There are some allowances (for example, 
AISD can exceed the 15% impervious cover 
restriction in the Barton Springs recharge 
zone) but, Turner said, “You’ll still end up 
working with Watershed Protection, you’ll 
have to see how much impervious cover you 
have for the site, and then when you start 
actually designing the school you’ll have to 
see whether the design allows you to fit the 
school on the site.” 

The multi-page interlocal agreement 
goes into great detail about compliance 
with compatibility requirements and zon¬ 
ing, even down to whether a Dumpster 
must be screened, and location of bright 
lights. Turner said the district often exceeds

its requirements, such as when it opened 
the new bus terminal on Bluff Springs in 
2013: Not only did it perform an additional 
traffic impact analysis, but worked with the 
Texas Department of Transportation to 
build access right onto 1-35, without putting 
further pressure on the neighborhood 
streets. Moreover, the district has a long his¬ 
tory of collaborative construction with the 
city, such as Garcia Middle School (now Gus 
Garcia Young Men’s Leadership Academy) 
and Overton Elementary being built to ser¬ 
vice planned growth in Colony Park. Then, 
there are facilities that will benefit the 
neighborhood as a whole. For example, the 
new Guerrero-Thompson campus has a 
public walking trail, while Zavala and 
Wooten both make use of and care for 
adjoining public parks (Pan Am and Wooten, 
respectively). By contrast, Turner said, “The 


charters have not really been limited by any 
of the development rules.” 

Berry said the consortium isn’t asking to 
be given special treatment, but rather “flex¬ 
ibility to serve the people we say we are 
going to serve. Right now, we are able to go 
in and build what we need, and the city 
wants to make it more complicated and 
more costly.” Goodwill doesn’t run a tradi¬ 
tional grade school; instead, it is licensed by 
the state to operate the Goodwill Excel 
Center, offering high school diplomas and 
professional certification to adults. “We’re 
the only dropout recovery school for adults 
up to age of 50 in the whole state of Texas,” 
said Berry, and last session Goodwill was 
encouraged to expand its provision. That 
means extra costs, which means prioritiza¬ 
tion. She said, “We make choices to put it to 
education, but that also means we can’t put 
it to somebody else.” 

Abbott argued that charters already start 
at a massive financial disadvantage. Since 
they do not have local property taxes to 
draw upon, they are dependent upon the 
state for their basic finances, meaning they 
get around $1,000-1,400 less per student per 
year. (However, ISDs operate under much 
stricter regulations - and required spending 
- than charters, which explains much of 
that per-student disparity.) Additionally, 
ISDs can ask for voter approval for con¬ 
struction bonds, and raise the interest and 
sinking component of property tax bills to 
cover their issuance: Charters have to either 
dip into that state cash, issue private bonds, 
or find a new revenue stream, such as 
charitable donations. Berry backed that up, 
saying, “When schools invest in neighbor¬ 
hoods, the whole place becomes a better 
place to live.” 

Not that every charter has been a boon to 
the neighborhood. During the May 23 AISD 
board meeting, in a less-than-subtle refer¬ 
ence to Achieve, Gordon said that his dis¬ 
trict “has already been affected by the fact 
that some of the charter schools have been 
able to build without going through adher¬ 
ing to the kind of restrictions that AISD is 
holding itself to, I think with rather disas¬ 
trous results.” 

Moreover, Saldana noted that the Achieve 
property was actually zoned for single fam¬ 
ily residences: “If they had an interlocal 
agreement in place, they would not have 
been able to build that three-story building.” 

Even more worryingly, charters have a 
bad history of leaving neighborhoods, or 
shutting down completely. According to 
the Texas Education Agency, between 1996 
and 2015 the state awarded a total of 318 
open-enrollment charters. Out of those, 
136 (43%) have closed. Within that list, 33 
had their license revoked by the TEA, 43 
were consolidated, 14 let their charter 
expire without renewing, and 46 simply 
returned their charter to the TEA. What 
happens to a charter campus once the 
charter shuts up shop? With Austin’s 
robust-to-runaway real estate market, a 
recently renovated or constructed building 
that has been allowed to end-run parts of 
the planning process could be an extreme¬ 
ly valuable commodity. ■

The Keystone Fellowship Church in North 
Wales, Pa., has a tradition of congregants 
reserving pew seats by leaving Bibles in 
place, but worshipper Robert Braxton, 27, 
was having none of that on April 24 and took 
a saved seat anyway. Witnesses told 
Philadelphia’s WCAU-TV that when one church 
member gently tapped Braxton on the shoul¬ 
der to inform him of the tradition, Braxton 
snapped at him and became disruptive. 
Congregant Mark Storms, 46, flashed a gun 
and confronted Braxton, who punched 
Storms, adding, “That’s not a real gun” and 
“What are you going to do, shoot me?” 
Storms, contending that he felt threatened, 
fired two shots, killing Braxton, and was 
charged with voluntary manslaughter. 

Bright Ideas 

The Moscow Times reported in May that bai¬ 
liffs in Russia’s Perm region, employing origi¬ 
nality as yet unseen in America in attempting 
to collect an overdue debt, arrested the debt¬ 
or’s cat. The bailiffs listed the feline’s value at 
the equivalent of $23, and the man came up 
with that sum the next day and took the cat 
home. The Federal Bailiffs Service explained 
that all the other “property” in the apartment 
was in other people’s names. 


Shannon Egeland, 41, already convicted in 
2014 of running a mortgage-fraud operation 
during the 2004-08 real-estate boom, plead¬ 
ed guilty in May 2016 to the subsequent 
crime of deliberately having himself shot to 
gain his judge’s sympathy (and to collect on 
disability insurance he had purchased the 
week before). Egeland, scheduled to start a 
10-year sentence for the 2014 conviction, 
told the judge he had been assaulted by gun¬ 
fire when he stopped in traffic to help a preg¬ 
nant woman, but in reality he had ordered his 
teenage son to shoot him in the legs with a 
20-gauge shotgun.

1) German soldiers participating in a four- 
week NATO exercise in Norway earlier this 
year apparently had to abort their efforts 
days earlier than other countries - because 
Germany’s defense minister, Ursula von der 
Leyen, had imposed strict rules on overtime 
pay.

I f there’s one thing the LGBTQ commu¬ 
nity excels at, it’s throwing a damn 
good party. In the 47 years since the 
first high heel was lobbed at the Stonewall 
Riots, queers have found a way to inter¬ 
twine revelry with rights. Those of us on 
this side of the rainbow are all too familiar 
with a world that tells us we’re sick, per¬ 
verted, invisible - hell, some of us can’t even 
pee in public without legitimate fear. But 
put us all together, and we create magic. 

In June of 2010, a group of Austin queers 
began Queerbomb - a free, all-inclusive 
LGBTQ celebration - in response to what 
was then a corporate, expensive, cisgender 
Pride run by a predominantly white gay 
(and lesbian) board. Six seasons later, 
Queerbomb has grown from what co-found¬ 
er Paul Soileau describes as a “ragtag, Little 
Rascals'’ event, filled with impassioned 
people and limited space, into a full-blown 
festival with multiple thousands of people 
in attendance every June. Not only has it 
become a local queer institution, it has 
become one of the few days of the year 
where thousands of Texas LGBTQers unite 
to celebrate their queerness. 

“Nothing makes homophobes more angry 
than to see a bunch of queer people celebrat¬ 
ing being ourselves,” says Tamicka Phillips, 
one of the original members of Queerbomb. 
The event, split into three parts, consists of 
a rally with speakers and vendors, a proces¬ 
sion of several thousand queers through 
Downtown and Sixth Street, and an after¬ 
party. “There are few greater highs than 
running down Sixth Street in a jockstrap,” 
says Matt Korn, another co-founder. “The 
overwhelming response is so positive. It 
really makes you feel strength in numbers.” 

But with growth comes growing pains. 
Earlier this year, Austin’s LGBTQ commu¬ 
nity saw GayBiGayGay, the unofficial 
queer music festival and celebration that 
marked the end of SXSW, go on indefinite 
hiatus after a decade, and rumors swirled 
that Queerbomb would follow suit. “I think 
the movement does not a festival make, 
and I started to question, ‘How did this 
become a festival?”’ says Soileau, who’s 
also known for his drag alter egos 
Christeene and Rebecca Havemeyer. He 
admits that he was the one who originally 
raised the question of whether Queerbomb 
should continue in 2016. 

After hosting an open meeting for new 
members in March, the answer for many of 
those in attendance was a resounding yes. 
Queerbomb is both necessary and relevant 
“because homophobia, transphobia, racism, 
and sexism still exist,” says filmmaker PJ 
Raval, also a co-founder. “I think it’s impor¬ 
tant to question who isn’t gathering so that 
we can make sure everyone is included. 
There’s a need to call out and a need to trust 
your community, but good things can only 
come out of all this.” 


Passing the 
(Queer)Bomb 

What’s the future of the June celebration 
for Austin’s LGBTQ community?

The future of Queerbomb may still look a bit hazy, 
but there’s a sense of queer optimism in the air. 


But that didn’t settle the future of 
Queerbomb for everyone who 
helped start the event. Some 
saw the need for more orga¬ 
nization and transparency 
in the way Queerbomb is 
run. “As an activist, I felt 
I need to take account¬ 
ability,” says co-founder 
Sym Coronado-Prole. 

“We haven’t held our¬ 
selves accountable, and we 
live in Texas. There’s a large 
need for us to have a voice in 
state politics. We need to be 
working towards nonprofit status/ 

For co-founder MJ Smith, Queerbomb 
needs “checks and balances.” Several of the 
grievances presented online concern the 
current structure, arguing that only a small 
handful of people are part of the “steering 
committee.” She proposes that the organi¬ 
zation “break things into chairs, consensus- 
style, and have transparency between each 


committee [vendors, permits, 
procession, etc.]. Vendors need 
to be vetted, and we abso¬ 
lutely need to be working 
towards nonprofit status. 
That should’ve happened 
years ago.” 

In recent weeks, the 
discussion about what 
Queerbomb does and 
what its responsibilities 
are to the community on 
which it relies for financial 
support has migrated to the 
Facebook event page and the 
collective’s page in a sometimes- 
heated public dispute, much of it among the 
co-founders of the event. To many, it comes 
as old news that there’s been dissent among 
the ranks of OG Queerbomb. The root of the 
online dissent is one part tangled personal 
histories and one part honest, good-natured 
questioning of what Queerbomb has the 
capacity to do. 



A town hall meeting on Thursday, May 
26, successfully managed to address those 
topics as well as give face to several new(er) 
members who have expressed serious inter¬ 
est in taking the reins from the OG mem¬ 
bers who, after six years, are ready to step 
down from their posts. With all the talk 
about the “new” Queerbomb, seeing a hand¬ 
ful of energized queers ready to infuse the 
event with fresh blood was both reassuring 
and exciting. 

The meeting also helped establish ways 
to move forward and to address the ques¬ 
tions facing Queerbomb. In its current 
form, Queerbomb does not have the capac¬ 
ity to operate 365 days of the year as an 
agent of change in the queer community. It 
is a single event. But single events can still 
be radical forces in our community. While 
Queerbomb’s own mission is - for at least 
the foreseeable future - primarily focused 
on offering an alternative to corporate- 
sponsored Pride, it can be, and has been, a 
platform for other queer organizations to 
make their own impact and to network with 
other nonprofits under one “roof.” And per¬ 
haps most importantly, the event functions 
as a much-needed gathering place for the 
queer community. For those who don’t live 
within liberal Austin’s city limits and/or 
those who’ve just come out, Queerbomb is 
the promised land of Central Texas. The 
future of Queerbomb may still look a bit 
hazy, but there’s a sense of queer optimism 
in the air. 

As for whether or not Queerbomb is 
“just” a party, that all depends on how you 
look at it. “For some people, Queerbomb is 
a party. For some, it’s a movement,” says 
Phillips. “For some people, it’s one day out 
of the year where they get to be themselves 
without the fear of repercussion. For me, it’s 
a day where I can be unapologetically black, 
fat, queer, loud, and happy. If most people 
consider it a party, I don’t think it’s neces¬ 
sarily a bad thing.” 

Soileau adds: “I don’t think a party 
devalues it because that’s a space we have 
less and less of. It’s a place to be gay as a 
$2 bill. [Queers] bring life to some ugly 
places in this world, [so] let’s not put a 
bottle on that magic we have.” As long as 
the event continues to engage with all of 
Austin’s queer communities, it will contin¬ 
ue to be relevant. Because, in 2016, it’s still 
a radical act to dance in the streets with 
several thousand queers. Queerbomb 
offers its attendees a beautiful realization/ 
reminder of the power in numbers and 
community. ■

Checkout Time 

For a getaway steeped in Chekhovian longing and ennui, 
The Hotel Vanya is the only place to stay

In the hotel lobby, a gentleman with a 
snow-white beard and no pants sits in a high- 
backed chair and with his hands pulls himself 
and the wheeled chair along the edge 
of a borne settee. Around and around 
and around it he goes, seemingly 
oblivious to everything else about him 
- including the young woman in the 
extravagant kimono and geisha mask 
atop the settee’s raised center - intent 
only on the tedious 
work of circling this 
piece of furniture, just 
as our world makes its 
way around the sun. A 
bizarre sight, yes, but 
this is the Hotel Vanya, 
where every act is redo¬ 
lent of life’s ceaseless 
struggles and strains, 
and every room furnished with Chekhovian 
longing and ennui at no extra charge. Just 
ask Sonja, concierge and niece to the hotel’s 
namesake - he’s the one compulsively pull¬ 
ing himself around the settee - who’s gone 
Japanese and ascended the sofa to recite 
another of her uncle’s monologues, this one 
about living through the endless procession 
of days, bearing patiently the burdens that 
fate imposes, and humbly meeting the final 
hour of a bitter life of suffering and tears. 

That speech, by the by, comes from Uncle 
Vanya, the original drama penned by Anton 
Chekhov, where it’s delivered by that play’s 
Sonja. Transposing it to another play in which 
it’s a speech written by a character named 
Vanya and recited by a different Sonja, 


attired as a geisha, is one of many meta 
riffs on Chekhov by playwright Timothy Braun 
and the creative team for the Natalie George 
Productions premiere of The Hotel Vanya, 
or A Metaphysical-Paradigm at the 
End of Everythingness. Braun has 
appropriated names, attitudes and 
emotional states, and that existential 
gray mood from Chekhov and trans¬ 
planted them to our Austin, to test how 
the sentiments of pre¬ 
revolution Russia suit 
a 21st century Texas 
city beset by aggres¬ 
sive growth and gentri- 
fication. Uncomfortably 
well, as it happens. As 
we stare at the bare 
brick walls of the raw 
industrial space where 
the show is staged (an abandoned ware¬ 
house east of Downtown), we can sense the 
imminence of the wrecking ball and imagine 
the upscale eatery or condo tower that will 
rise on the spot in about, oh, five minutes. 

As Chekhov’s characters knew a century ago, 
an era is ending, and something that once 
mattered will soon be lost. 

In the meantime, life must be lived, its 
repetitive toil endured - or else numbed with 
vodka. (A running gag in Braun’s play, where 
the first wall knocked down is the fourth one, 
has characters interrupting their anguished 
exchanges to deliver plugs for the show’s 
sponsor, a vodka distiller, that end with them 
exhorting the audience to “ride the potato.”) 
While a couple of hotel guests still put on a

brave face - as the engaged Girl and Boy, Katy 
Taylor and Zac Carr share a hilarious speech 
about how excited they are to be there, keep¬ 
ing their faces taut in euphoric grins even 
as disagreements and microaggressions 
creep into their dialogue - most can no lon¬ 
ger hide the pain of the daily grind. Gricelda 
Silva’s Sonja is a kettle on the boil, seeth¬ 
ing with frustration over her uncle’s stupid 
monologues, over being dismissively labeled 
as “cute,” and mostly over the indifference 
displayed toward her by the Good Doctor, for 
whom she pines. But Jeffery Mills’ Doctor has 
resigned himself to the futility of it all, project¬ 
ing a weariness that suggests his character’s 
nerve endings went dead long ago. Only Vanya 
still seems to find purpose in life. Whether 
he’s making one more round of the settee 
or scribbling down ideas for jokes, Robert 
Pierson’s Vanya radiates a still-vital spark of 
joy, a candle flame in the gathering gloom. 


The production follows Vanya’s lead, light¬ 
ening the gloom with a bracing theatricality. 
Braun never lets us forget we’re watching a 
play (with Noel Gaulin’s comically efficient 
Bell Boy, imported from a Wes Anderson film, 
as our friendly reminder), and director Dallas 
Tate builds on that with direct address that 
heightens the script’s sense of play and odd 
and compelling moments crafted with lighting 
designer George, costume designer Glenda 
Wolfe, and, most strikingly, sound designer 
Robert Fisher. Ultimately, the play leaves us 
in what feels like a cul de sac, with an image 
suggesting we obsessively relive the painful 
endings in our lives the way, say, a conspiracy 
theorist replays the Zapruder film over and 
over to watch the instant of the bullet’s 
impact. But leave it to this Vanya to suggest 
that a seed of tenderness and hope may be 
found in even the bleakest of endings. Maybe 
this hotel won’t be totally lost after all.

For its production of Bruce Norris’ Clybourne 
Park, a winner of the Pulitzer Prize as well 
as Olivier and Tony awards, Penfold Theatre 
Company has assembled an artistic team so 
strong that the show’s vibrant success comes 
as no surprise. Sharp writing, thoughtful 
design, and powerful performances of charac¬ 
ters literally echoing through time make for an 
important evening at the Rollins Theatre. 

Given current discussions about racial equi¬ 
ty, affordability, and gentrification in Austin, 
the relevance of the play to this community is 
clear. It takes place in two time periods: the 
Fifties and the present. In the earlier era, a 
middle-class white family is moving out of the 
neighborhood, and, to their neighbors’ subtle 
horror, a black family is moving in. (That would 
be the Youngers, from Lorraine Flansberry’s 
American classic A Raisin in the Sun - it’s 
suggested that this play takes place before 
and after that drama’s events.) In our time, 
the neighborhood is being gentrified after 50 
years of predominantly black occupancy. A 
young white couple wishes to buy the house 
and remodel it, while a black couple from 
the neighborhood housing board seeks to 
defend the area’s cultural history. The first 
act displays a white culture baby-stepping 
toward progress, accepting of change only 
until it’s affected them personally; the second 
act shows how little that culture has changed 
- offense turns to defense, but that pesky, 
unacknowledged white privilege remains. 

Each actor plays two roles that mirror each 
other. As both Karl, the neighbor in the past, 
and Steve, the white home-buyer in the pres¬ 
ent, an exquisite Robert Matney expertly con¬ 
veys the white frustration that occurs when an 
argument sounds reasonable in his head, only 
to sound like blatant, systemic racism once the 
words leave his mouth. Babs George plays Bev, 
the mourning mother of the Fifties, and Kathy, 
the whip-smart lawyer in the present, capturing 
a wonderful evolution of power between the 
two characters. Michelle Alexander and Jarrett 
King play a married couple in both eras: she 
the housekeeper and he the helpful husband in 
the past, and members of the neighborhood’s 


housing board in the present. They make the 
strongest couple, maintaining dignity and com¬ 
posure in the face of some pretty ridiculous 
white neuroses. Ryan Crowder and Stephen 
Price turn in fully realized performances as well. 

Everything is anchored around the house, 
the neighborhood in which it sits, and the 
memories that occur within its walls. Desi 
Roybal cleverly sets us inside the home, with 
simple wood framing and black walls, but three 
backdrops, suspended upstage and covered 
with beautifully hideous wallpaper, allow each 
of us to imagine what the home looks like. 
Lowell Bartholomee’s sound design is woven 
masterfully into the play, perfectly mixed and 
leveled, and even continues to tell the story 
during intermission, moving us forward in 
time with a procession of period-appropriate 
music and news clips. Rachel Atkinson nails 
the lighting, subtle enough to complement and 
enhance the stunning performances. 

The one fly in the play’s ointment involves 
one of the characters played by Liz Beckham. 
She plays Betsy in the first act, Karl’s preg¬ 
nant wife who is also deaf, and Lindsey in the 
second, Steve’s wife who’s also pregnant and 
clearly “hearing.” Though Beckham portrays 
both characters skillfully, and, as Betsy, deliv¬ 
ers a stellar deaf vocal intonation, clearly 
researched and respectful, the fact that a 
play so sensitive to ideas about race and cul¬ 
ture has crafted a deaf character that must, 
by necessity of the play’s mechanics, be 
played by a hearing actor makes it insensitive 
to the deaf community. It should be noted 
that the problem lies in the script and is not 
the fault of the production; indeed, Penfold 
has included ASL interpretation during the 
run, so one may assume this particular hitch 
was reconciled between at least some of the 
deaf community and the production. 

Even with this element, or perhaps especially 
because of it, many valid points and questions 
are raised. It sometimes feels like we’re in a 
world that raises important issues faster than 
those involved can learn how to properly and 
civilly discuss them, but this show surely repre¬ 
sents a solid starting point. - Shanon Weaver

“ANN JOHNSON: CONVERSE: REAL TALK”

Ann Johnson wants you to talk. She wants you 
to put your phone away, sit across from a friend or 
stranger, and have a conversation. In our increasingly 
digital age of together-but-aloneness, her show is a 
timely challenge to the norm of social networking. She 
also wants us to talk about the post-racial lie we tell 
ourselves, as we wave ambivalence in the face of the 
obvious racism our country is still in the grips of. Also, 
in the context of Austin, this exhibition is a sobering 
reminder of the current and rapid decline in the popu¬ 
lation of its black community. 

Combining branches, furniture, and a variety of found 
objects, Johnson has constructed a series of talking 
stations in Women & Their Work’s gallery. Nestled 
beneath the installed foliage, chairs and benches face 
each other, inviting you to rest your feet and talk with 
fellow gallery-goers. Perched in the overhead branches 
are mirrors, birdhouses, and leaves - many of which 
have images of African-Americans on them. 

This type of imagery should be neutral in 21st cen¬ 
tury America. But sadly, it’s not. Given those closet 
racists who snipe anonymous comments across 
social media and those less anonymous belliger¬ 
ent figures who seized on this for their own loftier 
goals - one’s name starts with “T” - the imagery of 
“Converse: Real Talk” squarely responds to our cur¬ 
rent moment. Loaded terms such as “gentrification,” 
“Trumped,” and “#sayhername” sit in one set of 
branches, clearly reminding us of the vocabulary used 
to address these issues. 


This particular talking station is under surveillance, 
on view in a little screen on the opposite side of the 
gallery. Yes, Big Brother is always watching. But we 
are Big Brother. We are obsessively watching one 
another and ourselves, and we are reminded of this 
by the nearby large projection of digital news. For this, 
Johnson selected a group of news feeds centered on 
racially charged events such as George Zimmerman’s 
gun auctioning fiasco. Johnson included viewers’ com¬ 
ments, and scattered among them are plenty of racist 
jabs. One even targets Malia Obama’s acceptance into 
Harvard, claiming that she’s “riding the Affirmative 
Action train just like her old man.” 

Overall, “Converse: Real Talk” is subtly nuanced and 
committed to a conceptual unity over just an aesthetic 
one. Included in the exhibition is a series of sunglasses 
with images of African-Americans on their lenses. 
Although they are not part of the talking stations and 
may feel slightly disjointed from the rest of the show, it 
is in their function as sunglasses that they continue the 
dialogue of racism awareness. Sunglasses are used to 
dim a blinding light and stave off a potential headache. 

If that blinding light is the metaphorical equivalent of the 
racial-slurring trolls that hunt on the Internet, and the 
sunglasses are the quick swipe of the thumb to move on 
to another webpage and ignore the reality of the situa¬ 
tion, then the images of the African-Americans are asser¬ 
tive reminders. With these works as well as the others 
in the show, Johnson makes it impossible to hide behind 
the dark frames of complacency any longer.

The USS Lexington in Corpus Christi gives visitors an arching 
overview of American military history. At the center of the curve is 
World War II, when the aircraft carrier was at its peak. 

Launched in 1942, the floating museum is the fifth warship to 
carry the name. CV-16, the ship’s official designation, replaced 
CV-2, which was sunk at the Battle of the Coral Sea. The first 
three Lexingtons were commissioned in 1776, 1826, and 1861. 

Permanently berthed near the Harbor Bridge, the old flattop 
was a floating city when it carried over 1,400 personnel and 90 
aircraft. The Japanese thought the ship was sunk four times and 
called her “The Blue Ghost.” She was decommissioned in 1991 
and arrived in Texas in 1992. 

Trying to do all of the museum’s five self-guided tours and 11 
decks is a lot of walking and climbing. The flight deck is not to be 
missed with its spectacular view of Corpus Christi and vintage air¬ 
craft including a rare yellow AT-6 Texan. It’s interesting to see the 
tight quarters where the sailors operated. The larger compart¬ 
ments are filled with a variety of interesting exhibits. 

There have been more than 600 paranormal sightings on the ship. 
One of the most persistent is the sighting of Charlie near the stern. 
So many people reported seeing a nonexistent guide in a Navy uni¬ 
form who gave a great lecture about the ship that the museum 
added a hologram image for those who couldn’t see the aberration.

Garrido Steps Down 

Of course, the big news of the last week is 
the relinquishment of head coaching duties 
by Texas Longhorns baseball coach Augie 
Garrido. Though adamant in saying he’d 
never step down under any (normal) circum¬ 
stance, the 77-year-old eventually has, while 
taking on new as-yet-unannounced responsi¬ 
bilities as special assistant to Texas athletic 
director Mike Perrin. He’ll also likely receive 
the full $300,000 buyout for his troubles, but 
the living legend was never leaving Austin. It 
was just time for a new voice. 

After one of the worst seasons - and worst 
stretches - in the university’s history, Garrido’s 
departure from the baseball program was prob¬ 
ably two years overdue. However, with his built- 
up credit, he’d more than earned that time to 
attempt a turnaround. At the end, the future 
College Baseball Hall of Fame coach retires a 
winner of five NCAA championships (two with 
Texas in 2002 and 2005), 25 conference 
championships, and 33 College World Series 
appearances over a remarkable 48-year career. 
His 1,975 wins are the most in NCAA college 
baseball history (all divisions included). 


As for a replacement, the Austin American- 
Statesman released a short list of strong 
candidates, with some intriguing names. 

Florida’s Kevin O’Sullivan has apparently 
becoming something of a front-runner - and 
may be interested. Dallas Baptist’s Dan 

Heefner turned down Baylor, and rumor is 
he’s been waiting for the Longhorn spot to be 
vacated. Brian O’Connor of the NCAA 
defending champion Virginia Cavaliers is 
being told their facilities will be upgraded, and 
might be wooed into staying in Charlottesville. 

Durant Sweepstakes 

With July 1 looming, and closer than it 
appears, former Longhorn great Kevin 
Durant’s tumultuous exit from playoffs - via 
a dramatic comeback by the Golden State 
Warriors - only puts the prolific scorer’s 
future into full view. He’s scheduled to become 
a free agent, where no less than six teams will 
vie for the 6’11” future Hall of Famer’s ser¬ 
vices. Though the Oklahoma City Thunder 
are expected to keep Durant for at least a 
year, the San Antonio Spurs, Houston 
Rockets, Boston Celtics, and yes, even the 
Golden State Warriors, are expected to get 
face time soon after the strike of midnight.

Straight out of Ventura, Calif., comes 
Curren Caples, who is also back for his 
eighth appearance but is bringing his three 
XG medals with him. Caples holds the honor 
of being the first XG athlete to be born after 
the games began in 1995, with his debut in 
2010. Youth is certainly well-represented in 
the women’s field, with Saturday’s lineup fea¬ 
turing 23-year-old Leticia Bufoni, 16-year-old 
Pamela Rosa, and 11-year-old Brighton 


Zeuner competing in the women’s skate¬ 
board street and park finals. Fans should 
keep their eye on Japanese moto X competi¬ 
tor Taka Higashino who will be showing off 
his freestyle skills and looking to score his 
sixth XG medal. Texas is represented in the 
BMX field by Tyler’s own Morgan Wade, who 
is a five-time medalist and crowd-pleasing 
risk-taker. 

The news of BMX legend Dave Mirra’s 
passing in February of this year due to sui¬ 
cide at age 41 rocked the sports world. After 
examination, he became the first BMX-er to 
be formally diagnosed with chronic traumatic 
encephalopathy (CTE), which has been cast¬ 
ing a dark cloud over the NFL since Mike 
Webster was posthumously diagnosed in 
2002. Many of the sport’s biggest names will 
be paying apt tribute to Mirra in the Dave 
Mirra BMX Park Best Trick competition, where 
they will be showing off many of his signa¬ 
ture tricks. A fitting tribute to an extreme 
sports legend. 

On the music front, two-thirds of the lineup 
that made Blink-182 famous and brought 
pop punk to the mainstream will be on hand 
to deliver “All the Small Things” in a really 
big setting Saturday night, with All Time Low 
opening at 10pm. Festival fave rapper 
G-Eazy headlines Friday night behind Gold- 
certified LP When It's Dark Out, with Logic 
warming up at 10pm.

TWO LOCAL FORAGERS FIND WORK-LIFE 
BALANCE WITH DE LA TERRE SUPPER CLUB

A fter putting in 50-plus-hour work weeks 
in high-stress kitchens for over eight 
years, Lori Bergeron grew weary of her 
culinary career. “I’m also a cyclist and a rock 
climber,” says the sprightly 32-year-old. “That 
didn’t really allow me to lead a balanced life.” 
With the just launched pop-up dinner series De 
la Terre, she and fellow forager Anthony Nicaj 
create a 10-12 course seasonally driven tast¬ 
ing menu just one night a week at Foreign & 
Domestic. And they couldn’t be happier. 

Upon returning to Austin at the beginning 
of the year, Bergeron, who received most of 
her formal training at Uchi, reconnected with 
Nicaj, a former colleague who at the time was 
running his personal chef service, Gather & 
Forge. “One night we were hanging out, cook¬ 
ing - I think I was teaching him to roll pasta 
- and I said, ‘We should start a supper club,”' 
Bergeron recalls. “I wanted to cook food that 
I was proud of. And I didn’t want to feel like I 
was compromising.” Nicaj, by then resigned 
to catering to his clients’ many dietary restric¬ 
tions, shared the sentiment. 

Almost immediately, the chefs bonded over 
their mutual passion for foraging: Bergeron 
has been gathering “by bicycle” for years, and 
Nicaj caught the bug while traversing the U.S. 
for eight months on foot. “It became addict¬ 
ing,” Nicaj remembers. “There’s a reward if 
you look hard enough. And if it’s not there 
one week, you might come back and it’s like, 
‘Jackpot!’” The pair had just returned from an 
unsuccessful dewberry expedition when we 
sat down to discuss their new venture. 

The dinner series’ debut on May 16 served 
10 courses to 30 guests, a number the team 
admits was ambitious for opening night. “It 
was great,” says Nicaj with an assured smile. 
“It was mayhem.” While the chefs chaotically 
composed dish after dish (“We’re plating 
things with tweezers, using flowers,” laughs 
Bergeron), guests were buzzing in the dining 
room over bites like seared scallop wrapped in 
prosciutto, asparagus two ways, and hazelnut 
veloute. Other favorites included Nicaj’s sour¬ 
dough with cultured butter and dewberry jam; 
and lavender beignets with duck egg ice cream 
infused with locally harvested honeysuckle. 

“We’re trying to utilize as many things as 
we can find on our own,” says Bergeron, citing 
local flora like bull briar, wood sorrel, and bee 
balm. “Secondary to that, we use farmers that 
we stand behind [like HausBar, Texas Quail 
Farms], and then we try to source from com¬ 
panies we believe in [Salt & Time, Mill-King 
Creamery].” De la Terre also promotes the 
philosophy that diet should be dictated by the 
seasons. “We had loquats on the menu,” she 
explains, “and four days before we were ready 
to make the food for night one, they all shriv¬ 
eled and died.” Bergeron agonized over the 
missed opportunity and considered locating 
a batch of the tangy fruit to freeze for later, 
before finally accepting their fate and scrap¬ 
ping that dish. “It pushes you to really notice 
things,” she muses. “It’s exciting, disappoint¬ 
ing, and amazing all at the same time.”

THE TAKE-OUT

One of the hardest truths I had to learn in adult¬ 
hood was that pleasure isn’t always good. It’s not 
even pleasurable sometimes, at least not in a way 
that has any resonance beyond those few seconds 
spent laughing before the inevitable realization 
that that laughter is too loud. That kind of plea¬ 
sure, stirred in a chemical slush, only lasts in bleats 
and blurts before self-consciousness reappears. 
That kind of pleasure exists outside of happiness. 

But of late, I have been conflating the two. 

I have suffered from anxiety as long as I can 
remember. I spent nights in grade school praying 
repetitively that the apocalypse wouldn’t come 
and days in a cubicle praying repetitively for com¬ 
panionship. Sometimes I have been medicated and 
sometimes I have gotten by on the adrenaline of 
the new. I spent one summer in college shut away 
in my attic bedroom, unable to even order pizza. 

Around then, I learned how to avoid. If I avoided 
opening envelopes, I didn’t have to confront stu¬ 
dent loans. I could avoid answering phone calls or 
going anywhere an ex might be. I could let pre¬ 
scriptions expire because even the imagined scold¬ 
ing from a doctor made me break out in a sweat. 

I could avoid until something became a crisis, and 
after a cinematically tearful confession, someone 
would always jump in. 

But even though by then I had freebased and 
smoked out and drank myself stupid, I never really 
learned that those were things I could use to avoid, 
too. Drinking, at least as a workaday ritual, is 
still a relatively new thing for me. When I started 
at the Chronicle a few years back, I would rarely 
even have an after-work beer. I had just got out 
of dating a rash of alcoholics. None of them were 
particularly good to me, and none were good for 
me, but inserting myself into their fuck-ups was an 
easy way to avoid. Soap opera dramatics was what 
I knew. It never occurred to me that avoidal could 
be a party. 

But it turns out that the food and beverage 
industry is an exceedingly good place to dodge 
life. And I took to it like gangbusters, especially 
after my heart attack that made anxiety feel more 
life and death. If I had a fixation I couldn’t shake, a 
restaurant was waiting with a cocktail and a small 
plate, a capsule of pleasure promising instant 
amnesia. I never had to eat alone. I never had to 
question whether or not I was happy. 

Don’t get me wrong. I don’t slump on barstools 
wasted every night, or even most nights. The 
amount I drink hasn’t so far given my doctor cause 
for alarm. It’s just the reason I drink has started 
to alarm me. And maybe that’s just another thing 
to worry about, borrowed trouble to fixate on 
instead of tackling the root cause. But it still has 
me scared, because the reason I drink now isn’t to 
be sociable or because I like the taste. And I know 
this industry only nurtures sobriety in fits. 

Maybe that’s the way it starts. Maybe all of 
those sloppy boyfriends had the same moment 
where they had the same aha about why they keep 
taking to the bottle. Maybe they kept drinking any¬ 
way. And if I am being honest, I will too. But I am 
also asking for help. 

For decades, depression and anxiety have set 
in my stomach like an undigested meal. Maybe 
that’s because life is something I never learned 
to swallow. 
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Summer break and soaring utility costs can push 
an at-risk family to the edge.

On the Fringes of Cinema 

ZACK CARLSON CELEBRATES THE CREATIVE SPIRIT 
WITH NEW VICE SERIES OUTSIDER by Richard Whittaker 


For years, Austin audiences knew Zack Carlson for champi¬ 
oning underdog filmmakers - outcasts and outliers working 
so far off the grid that it’s insane to judge their work by main¬ 
stream standards. Now Vice has given him an international 
platform to explore those creative mavericks in Outsider, a new 
series turning the lens on the most offbeat auteurs. Carlson 
said, “I always think the filmmakers behind these movies are 
as compelling and/or bizarre as the movies themselves.” 

These aren’t outsiders who are really insiders, the David Lynches 
and Nicolas Winding Refns. These are true outsiders: self-taught, 
self-motivated, ignoring the unwritten law saying they’re doing the 
impossible. Which is kind of how Carlson and co-creator Evan 
Husney ended up being the hosts - much to their surprise. 
Carlson said, “I will tell you, everyone at the Vice 
office is much more physically attractive than I am.” 

Yet it could never really be anybody else. To 
start, who else knows Master YK Kim, the inspira¬ 
tional speaker/tae kwon do instructor who created 
the insane Eighties action flick Miami Connection ? Or David 
“The Rock” Nelson, who spent decades crafting homemade 
horror jaw-droppers like The Giant Homy Toad Monster or The 
Devil Ant? Or Laz Rojas, who attempted to circumvent 
Hollywood by sending studios a one-man highlight reel. 
Carlson said, “He made this four-hour demo where he did 
scenes from about 50 of his screenplays, where he played 
every character, regardless of their age, gender, ethnicity, 
everything. He played aliens. It was all just him. There’d be 
arguments in a room where there were seven people in a 
room yelling at each other, and they were all him.” 

It wasn’t just about knowing their work, but about knowing 
them personally. Carlson was an essential part of getting 
Miami Connection the theatrical release it was denied in 
1987. In 2012, he hosted a celebration of Nelson’s work,

bringing the kinetic and frenetic one-man film studio to the 
Alamo Ritz, where his raw enthusiasm captured the audience. 
Carlson said, “He is so excited about every single aspect of 
life, and of his work, and to meet other people and share his 
enthusiasm. That is what gives him fuel. So we have this 
responsibility to get that across to people, instead of it just 
being ‘look at this wild, nutty guy that we hung out with.’ He is 
a wild, nutty guy, but he’s also one of the most prolific and 
unique filmmakers alive.” 

The Vice series allowed Carlson to get closer to his sub¬ 
jects. He visited Kim and Rojas at their homes, but Nelson’s 
meeting turned into a road trip. The prizefighter-turned-film- 
maker had a screening hosted by the Cinedelphia Film 
Festival, but he refuses to fly (“He’s just not comfortable with 
that technology,” said Carlson). Rather than let him take the 
train, Carlson and his crew drove with him all the way from 
his family home in Des Plaines, III., to Philadelphia. “In those 
two days,” Carlson said, “I am not exaggerating when I say he 
stopped talking twice to sip water. ... At the end, it was a real 
emotional goodbye, because we’d gotten so close to him.” 

This isn’t the first time Carlson has brought these under¬ 
ground talents above ground. In 2010, he stumbled across a 
print of Miami Connection, and showed part of it at the Alamo 
Ritz as part of an American Genre Film Archive Reel One 
Party. That’s when audiences are exposed to the first 15 min¬ 
utes of some lost, unknown, or mysterious movie, and Kim’s 
disco-gangster-ninja explosion blew the audience away. 

Carlson and Husney helped release it under Drafthouse 
Films, and made successful businessman Kim a surprise 

celebrity. When the crew visited Kim’s mansion in 
Florida for the documentary, Carlson said, “His 
daughter seemed really shocked that people want¬ 
ed to talk about her dad’s movie. To her it was 
some bizarre, ridiculous blip in the family history.” 

Not every story has a happy ending. Carlson called his 
time with Rojas “a sadder episode,” as the ambitious actor 
has fallen on hard times. He has not had the same come¬ 
back as Kim, or the same indefatigable exuberance as 
Nelson. However, Carlson said, “The creativity in him is burn¬ 
ing and he still wants to do it, even though he’s living under 
very adverse conditions.” 

For Carlson, the show is a celebration of the creative spirit 
of truly unique filmmakers. “These guys have somehow found 
a way not to get beaten down by life. No matter how many 
hurdles they’ve had to face, they just power forward. I think 
the average human being ends up being a little bit dulled by 
the brutality of existence, and these guys are exceptions. 
They’ve always been able to just punch through the walls of 
life like the Kool-Aid Man.” ■ 



L’Amour Pour le Weekend 

NEW FRENCH CINEMA GEMS COURTESY OF AFS 



It’s a match made in a cinephile’s heaven. 
Once again, the Austin Film Society has 
teamed up with Premiers Plans Festival 
d’Angers to bring to Austin a weekend of con¬ 
temporary French cinema, complete with film¬ 
makers in attendance, parties, meet-ups, and 
most importantly, a roster of Gallic cinema 
you can’t see anywhere else. And while the 
lineup is eclectic as usual, there’s a through 
line here, one that should not surprise the 
mildest of Francophiles, and that is the sub¬ 
ject of love. 

Opening night film Two Birds, One Stone 
(now retitled Our Mother), sets the stage with 
a story of lost love, as an aging Algerian 
mother of 11 comes to terms with her past. 
Zayane receives a letter that a man from her 
past has died, and her departure kicks off a 
crisis for her children, as they all gather at 
her home while she goes on a journey of rec¬ 


onciliation. It is a bittersweet and often hilari¬ 
ous film, and first-time filmmaker Fejria Deliba 
hits all the beats just so, creating an indelible 
and unique glimpse into French-Arab culture. 

Another film of the series is Keeper, which 
concerns two young lovers, Maxime and 
Melanie, who must navigate a very adult 
world when Melanie becomes pregnant at 
15. Can they work it out? Will Maxime’s 
dreams of becoming a professional football 
player bear fruit? It is a well-crafted, nuanced 
portrait of youth in love/crisis, and a film 
that does not dole out easy answers. 

Familial love is at stake in The Good Life, a 
gorgeously shot film concerning a father and 
his two sons, who have lived as nomads 
since he stole them away when they were 
children. Now young adults, they grapple with 


life on the run. The film tog¬ 
gles between ideological trea¬ 
tise and a depiction of first 
love with marvelous aplomb. 

Also screening is L’Annee 
Prochaine, about two best 
friends from a small French village who 
brave the big city when they move to 
Paris, and a short film showcase that 
spotlights some serious talent, new and 
old. This is a series that showcases 
films that you might not have the chance 
to see again, and it speaks to the Austin 
Film Society’s fervent approach to bring¬ 
ing international cinema to this town. 
Now that they have control over their 
own theatre, I can’t wait for the trend to 
continue. - Josh Kupecki

On the campaign trail with the sext-happy Anthony

This eye-popping, jaw-dropping documen¬ 
tary about the 2013 New York City mayoral 
bid of sext-happy ex-Congressman Anthony 
Weiner may be the most fascinating and yet 
most frustrating movie you’ll see this year. It 
begs the question asked whenever a public 
figure orchestrates his own fall from 
grace: “What were you thinking?” In 
the case of this particular political 
animal, the query is a rhetorical one 
operating on two levels. Level No. 1: 

Despite his highly publicized resigna¬ 
tion from the House of Representatives in 
2011, triggered by the revelation of sexually 
explicit photographs on his public Twitter 
account, Weiner nevertheless decided to 
again run for office with full knowledge he

Much in the vein of recent social-justice 
and accountability films like 2011’s The 
Interrupters and Joshua Oppenheimer’s The 
Act of Killing and its sequel The Look of 
Silence, Almost Holy dives deep and dark 
into the mean streets of Mariupol, Ukraine, 
where the fall of the USSR and the alleged 
birth of democracy eventually resulted in 
anything but a more perfect union. Rampant 
poverty, homelessness, and, above all in 
this film’s documentary narrative, a veritable 
guerrilla army of orphaned street kids - 
some as young as 4 - strung out on easily 
available prescription opioids like codeine 
and Tramadol. 

Enter the strapping, ex-military Pastor 
Gennadiy “Crocodile” Mokhnenko, partly 
street-rat savior and partly vigilante, who 
has founded an orphanage dubbed Pilgrim 
Republic to take in and rehabilitate as many

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of these abandoned children as he can. 
Frequently operating at cross purposes with 
Mariupol’s leaden bureaucracy and corrupt/ 
ineffective police force and social services, 
Mokhnenko comes across like a veritable 
force of nature. Gruff and plainspoken, but 
clearly investing the entirety of himself into 
his self-imposed Herculean task, his suc¬ 
cesses are so daring and improbable that 
he eventually boasts, “I feel like Superman.” 
But it’s no boast, as this remarkable bear of 
a man does, indeed, clean up the streets, 
save countless young lives, and more. And 
then, late in the film, Vladimir Putin decides 
to annex Crimea. It’s one more hurdle for 
Crocodile to chew his way through. 

Director Hoover utilizes some tricky spot- 
focus to draw the audience in, and the grim 
yet entirely appropriate score by Atticus 
Ross provides a perfect complement to the 
events unfolding onscreen. The Cross and 
the Switchblade it’s not; this is the reality of 
Ukraine today, and Crocodile Gennadiy is a 
badass man on a mission ... from God.

elderly hospice, but in her free time uploads 
a cappella songs to her YouTube channel, 
under her professional name, Princess Shaw. 
She has a soulful voice, reminiscent of the 
late Amy Winehouse, but rarely does she 
get more than 100 views on her videos. She 
sings at open mics to empty cafes, struggles 
financially, but this thing, this need to cre¬ 
ate, to express, drives her. On the other 
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side of the globe is Ophir Kutiel, known as 
Kutiman, living in a kibbutz in Israel. A musi¬ 
cian and composer, Kutiman scours YouTube 
looking for amateur musicians to sample 
into his ongoing “Thru You” project, in which 
he mashes up a diverse selection of clips 
to form a song, or “video symphony” (the 
opening scene is Kutiman performing at the 
Guggenheim). Kutiman finds Princess Shaw’s 
YouTube channel and decides to create some 
tracks using her vocals. 

Enter filmmaker Ido Haar, a friend of 
Kutiman, who flies to New Orleans to film 
Princess Shaw under the guise of making 
a documentary on “YouTubers.” But Haar 
knows that Kutiman is using her vocal tracks 
for his new project, and he withholds that 
crucial bit of information from Shaw while 
following her around. And while it’s nothing 
new as far as documentaries go, it presents 
an interesting ethical dilemma, because 
Haar’s endgame, and arguably the most 
compelling scene in the film, is when Shaw, 
sitting in an outdoor cafe, hears the track 
that Kutiman just uploaded: her vocals, and 
dozens of other musicians worldwide, creat¬ 
ing a beautiful, mesmerizing song. And while 
you can chide Haar for constructing this 
moment, there is a genuinely raw power to 
that scene. It is a fascinating intersection 
that would have Marshall McLuhan’s head 
spinning (or at least bellowing from beyond 
the grave, “This is what I’m talking about!”). 
Presenting Princess Shaw can be problem¬ 
atic in that way, but that is the way of most 


docs these days that aren’t history lessons 
or glorified hagiographies (there’s usually a 
bit of tampering, er, mediation). Shaw works 
mostly because Samantha Montgomery is 
such a compelling and likable character, that 
you want - nay need - her to succeed, and 
that is Haar’s ace in the hole. The film culmi¬ 
nates with Shaw flying to Tel Aviv, where she 
performs a series of concerts with Kutiman 
and co., but then it’s back to the States, and 
back to her life. But even then, the film is a 
reminder that the Internet has a good side, a 
connective power above and beyond the haze 
of ignorance and hate that seems to perme¬ 
ate it these days. We could probably use a 
little more of that reminding.

were fading - agriculturally, domestically, 
and politically. All this is seen through the 
life passage of a young woman named Chris 
Guthrie. As played by model-turned-actress 
Agyness Deyn, Chris’ undimmed beauty may 
be a bit too luminous for a character whose 
life is as rugged as hers, but her beauty 
becomes a beacon in the film’s otherwise 
drab and dreary interiors.

After tragedy befalls the farming 
family and John’s beatings have driven away 
his eldest son, Chris subsumes her own 
desires to pursue a teaching career (an early 
scene reveals that she was the smartest girl

in her class) in order to fulfill the needs of 
her family. Her sunny demeanor is overtaken 
by dutiful resignation. Marriage, eventually, 
offers a momentary bright spell for Chris 
amid all the infanticide, patricide, and other 
dark yet frank episodes. Then World War I 
intervenes to spoil her matrimonial bliss; 
Chris becomes not a widow but the victim of 
a new kind of hell. 

Sunset Song is both gratifying and stultify¬ 
ing. At first, the Guthrie family seems almost 
too severe and disturbing to keep company 
with for another two hours. But by the half- 
hour mark, it becomes evident that this 
will be Chris’ story and that the narrative’s 
themes and ideas are distinctive and entic¬ 
ing. Yet like the film’s lush exteriors and dark 
interiors, the story alternates between pas¬ 
sages that are either lifeless or electrifying. 
There is a sense that much has been trun¬ 
cated from the saga in order to fit into 135 
minutes, and sometimes dramatic scenes 
can appear to land prematurely. English 
subtitles are wisely employed to help the 
viewer crack the thick Scottish accents that 
make heavy use of colloquialisms. However, 
the use of the same colloquial terms in the 
subtitles often impedes their intended clar¬ 
ity for the general viewer. Sunset Song is not 
one of Davies’ most expressive or artistically 
successful films, but I’m very glad for the 
opportunity to have made the acquaintance 
of Chris Guthrie.

Both films favor their stories’ visual possibili¬ 
ties over character development and narrative intrigue. 
There are lots of adventures, but the whys and wherefores 
are slight and uninvolving. Alice (Wasikowska) determines 
to help the Mad Hatter (Depp) and gets sucked into a to- 
and-fro journey in which she has to seize a time machine 
to learn the reasons for the animosity of the queenly 
sisters (here called Mirana instead of White Queen, 
and Iracebeth rather than Red Queen). While the film’s 
special effects are quite something to behold, the rendi¬ 
tion lacks magic, jabberwocky, and whimsy. This return to 
Wonderland is a dull outing, about which it can be said 
that Alice doesn’t live here anymore.

Lift to Experience: 
Back at the Crossroads 


The music world has no shortage of men 
living in the shadow of an album they wrote 
early in their career, but few who so openly 
embrace it as a monument to their existence. 

“That’s the one good thing I did with my 
life,” says Josh T. Pearson, frontman of the 
short-lived psychedelic shoegaze trio Lift to 
Experience, about his band’s 2001 
magnum opus. 

The Texas-Jerusalem Crossroads, a 93-minute 
concept album about divine intervention in the 
Lone Star State, has endured as a cult favorite 
beyond the Denton band’s breakup shortly 
after the album’s release. That’s especially 
true in Europe, where the group was champi¬ 
oned by Cocteau Twins-born imprint Bella 
Union. Pearson, his wiry frame folded into a 
picnic table outside JuiceLand, weeps as he 
considers the context - both personally and 
culturally - of The Texas-Jerusalem Crossroads : 
born of a God-fearing Southern tension, rich 
with romance and mystery that’s since been 
numbed by technology, and written by three 
innocent friends who grew up in the church.

“It was my teenage sym¬ 
phony to God,” declares 
Pearson. “It’s a perfect 
record and I stand behind 
that. There’s only a few 
records that I put up 
against it beginning to end: 

[Beach Boys’] Pet Sounds, 

[My Bloody Valentine’s] 

Loveless, and [Neutral Milk 
Hotels] In the Aeroplane Over the Sea.” 

That statement would sound conceited if not 
coming from such an obviously wounded man. 
In the 15 years since LTE abruptly disbanded 
following an aborted tour that bankrupted 
them, Pearson’s endured divorce and subse¬ 
quent depression. He’s lived in Europe and 
kept a home in Limestone County, east of 
Waco. Overseas, he can make a living as a 
country singer with a broken heart and strong 
hands on a guitar. 

In the U.S., where Pitchfork viciously panned 
his lone solo album, 2011’s Last of the Country 
Gentlemen, Pearson can barely get a gig. 

As he sips his Soul Boulder and ignores calls 
from an amp repairman fixing the Leslie speak¬ 
er that hallmarked Lift’s spiraling guitar sound, 


pages are thankfully turning 
to a new chapter in the 
North Texan’s life. Pearson 
and Lift bandmates Bear 
Browning and Andy Young will fly to the UK 
next week for a reunion show at London’s 
Southbank Centre as part of the prestigious 
Meltdown Festival, this year curated by LTE 
fan Guy Garvey, frontman of the colossal 
British band Elbow. Before that, the trio will 
play three Texas warm-up shows, including an 
Austin stop Saturday at Barracuda. 

Nothing about this reunion comes easy, 
however. Two Fridays back, the band picked 
up its instruments and began the process 
of relearning material laying dormant for a 
decade-and-a-half. There was plenty emo¬ 
tional rust to knock off, too. 

“Me and the drummer were getting into it - 
yellin’, pushin’ each other - last Sunday,” admits 
Pearson. “Two days prior, I’d been sobbing on 


the couch with his arm around me confessing I 
was sorry for ruining his life and all that crap.” 

Pearson’s manager, Peter Sasala, has 
flown in to oversee proceedings. He says the 
expenses for travel and rehearsal will all but 
cancel out their payment for the shows. 

“This is not about money,” he assures. 

“It’s just about making it happen.” 

Pearson and co. were initially hesitant to 
reunite, fearing they’d taint the waters with 
something less pure, but just like when they 
wrote The Texas-Jerusalem Crossroads, it’s 
time again to risk failing and reach higher. 

“It would be a shame to not have a light 
to shine on it because it was such a sublime 
work,” Pearson says of the album, which 
is being remixed and re-released by Mute 
Records this fall. “Having it out there more 
would not only authenticate me, but the 
people in North Texas who this music struck 
a chord with.”

Tuesday’s birthday multiplied by recent 
death equals the mostly Prince-ly week in 
Austin music history. River City turns purple 
as our town’s tribute-obsessed musicians say 
“Let’s Go Crazy” with copious concerts hon¬ 
oring the prolific singer/guitarist born Prince 
Rogers Nelson on June 7, 1958. 

Over the course of 10 days, you could 
potentially witness 28 hours of Prince covers, 
beginning yesterday with “An Austin Salute 
2 Prince” at Antone’s, which reruns tonight, 
featuring the Purple One’s onetime back¬ 
ing band Grupo Fantasma laying it down 
behind acts like Shinyribs and Nakia. On 
Saturday, Threadgill’s welcomes local Phish 
and Widespread Panic tribute bands jam¬ 
ming out Prince’s hits for people curious about 
what “Pussy Control” would sound like with 
a 45-minute guitar solo. The same night, AJ 
Vallejo’s Prince revue, Perfect Nation, drops 
two sets at One-2-One Bar, 9pm and midnight. 

On Prince’s actual birthday, funk fetishers 
Foot Patrol blow out candles with a front-to- 
back cover of Purple Rain at Hotel Vegas. 
Eastside lounge Stay Gold gets in on the 
action next Thursday with indie-rock Prince 
worship from Yuma and Mid Century. Friday, 
June 10, Riders Against the Storm’s soul 
edifying dance party, Body Rock ATX, which 
has been honoring “The Artist” since 2012, 
packs Empire’s dance floor with pure Prince. 


Ex-Games 

When X Games kick-flipped into town in 
2014, it seemed apropos for the extreme sports 
event to capitalize on Austin’s vaunted musical 
reputation and go big with concert programming. 
As the festival of action sports drags with it a 
DOA music lineup for its final run at Circuit of 
the Americas this weekend, those high hopes 
lay crushed at the bottom of the half-pipe. 

Year one boasted three nights of amphi¬ 
theatre shows including Kanye West, the 
Flaming Lips, Dillon Francis, and Gary 
Clark Jr., with a side stage exhibiting local 


bands. The following year presented mega-head- 
liners Metallica and Nicki Minaj on a super 
stage, while Austin acts performed daytime sets 
in the 14,000-capacity band shell to crickets 
as organizers proved unable to drive foot traf¬ 
fic into the arena-sized bowl. The time-tested 
formula of simply putting loud bands next to 
a skate ramp was woefully overlooked. 

X Games now vacates Austin after this 
year due to ESPN’s need to stage the event 
in July, which Austin’s nuclear summer 
makes impossible. COTA Managing Director 
Sharilyn Mayhugh confirms the venue isn’t 
co-promoting entertainment this year and 


that the business relationship with the cable 
sports network is essentially a venue rental. 
Likewise KUTX, which sponsored the event’s 
local music programming the past two years, 
has dialed back involvement with music. 

The result is two of 2016’s most generic 
summer tours being routed into COTA for X 
Games: Friday’s combo of G-Eazy and Logic, 
both of whom look and rap like JC Penney 
catalog models, and pop/punk boy bands All 
Time Low and a partially reunited Blink-182 
on Saturday. The take home? 

Weekend X-Games & Music Experience 
passes are already sold out. 


HALF NOTES 


BRUTAL JUICE, REUNITED for good 

since 2012, makes a rare Austin appearance 
on Saturday at the Lost Well. Guitarist Ted 
Wood confirms that the Denton acid punks 
have completed their long-awaited follow-up 
to 1995’s Interscope release Mutilation Makes 
Identification Difficult. Samples from the new 
collection, tracked by John Congleton, evince 
the same crazed metallic punk that made Brutal 
Juice bedfellows with Gwar. 


R.I.P MARK HUTCHINS: The Rockland Eagles sing¬ 
er died unexpectedly on Monday in New Jersey at the age of 
51. A talented multi-instrumentalist and rock & roller to the 
core, Hutchins’ discography goes deep, but Austin knew him 
as a frontman who played DIY stadium rock with elements 
of punk, glam, and power-pop, hallmarked by a cock-rock 
delivery and low-slung stance. A powerhouse early on in this 
millennium, Rockland Eagles played infrequently in recent 
years as Hutchins lived on the East Coast where he worked 
on The Late Show With Stephen Colbert. 


NAME SAYERS record a live album tonight, 
Thursday, at the Sahara Lounge. The shamanistic 
Americana experimenters, led by deep-voiced poet 
Devin Janies Fry (formerly of gothic desert rockers 
Salesman), sound like Leonard Cohen on a DMT vision 
quest. Young guitar master Ricky Ray Jackson of 
Phosphorescent/Happen-lns and Ruby Fray vocalist 
Emily Beanblossom bulk up the live band. They press 
“record” at 11pm.

Force of Circumstance 


Houston’s Robert Ellis takes Americana surreal

In the back gallery room of the Menil Collection in 
Houston, Robert Ellis stares at Rene Magritte’s painting 
The Invisible World with a crooked grin of delight, his soft 
hazel eyes contracting. 

“I used to live in these apartments near here when I first 
moved to Houston,” whispers the 27-year-old songwriter. “I 
would come here almost every day. I would take mushrooms or 
acid and just come in here and spend hours by myself. Put my 
headphones in and listen to music and stare at the paintings.” 

His hushed tone echoes in the art sanctuary, a contrast 
as dramatic as the Belgian surrealist’s bizarre landscape. 
The 1954 canvas unsettles: a balcony window opening out 
onto an expanse of ocean and darkly gathering clouds, but 
incongruously obstructed by a giant boulder inside the 
house. The outside turned in. 

Abstracting its appeal for Ellis comes easy in the face 
of his own compositions, which refuse to settle on easy 
patterns. His songs intentionally spill in unexpected direc¬ 
tions, narratives that draw the listener in only to turn with 
the sudden flourish of the arrangement or stylistic twist. 

“I’m interested in the things centered around conflict,” 
he laughs. “No good story is without conflict.” 

Ellis’ musical background tours through jazz clubs and 
bluegrass bands, all of which meld into his work and has 
made him one of the key young songwriters in the sud¬ 
denly broadened Americana scene. His eponymous fourth 
album, released this week on New West Records, dispels 
expectations by eschewing easy classification. 

Self-produced at Houston’s legendary SugarHill 
Recording Studios, his most ambitious album drives more 
directly personal than previous LPs, exploring the emotion¬ 
al complexity of his recent divorce and return to Houston 
after a period in Nashville. As with Ellis’ life, the album 
thrives in opening the unknown, the improvised space 
between decisions, and the wonder and thrill of constant 
motion balanced against sincere reflection. 

Relishing the role of tour guide amid the warped world 
of Dali and angular discomfort of Man Ray, he stops before 
another, smaller Magritte painting. Tightly cropped dark hair 
and beard, he exudes a roughish bohemianism mirrored by his 
playful fascination and familiarity amid the jarring artworks. 


“I love this,” he motions, The Force of Circumstance 
depicting a wine glass and loaf of bread suspended in 
mid-air against a serene backdrop. “The color is just crazy. 
There’s always that one thing about it. It’s so photo realistic 
in some ways, but the color and the concept... 

“Just surreal.” 

THE GREAT REARRANGER 

Growing up in the small town of Lake Jackson just south 
of Houston, Ellis kept pace ahead of his peers. He was 
teaching guitar by the eighth grade, and in high school, his 
bands toured. He dropped out his junior year. 

“Everybody, even if they believed in what I was doing, 
still said I needed to go to college and get a degree, that I 
needed a backup plan,” he nods. “I just don’t think that’s 
any way to live. A backup plan is kind of like an admission 
of defeat before the fact. So it was a very conscious decision, 
but then, I was also just a shitty kid and didn’t want to go.” 

He moved to Houston the following 
year, picking up gigs in jazz and R&B 
bands before finally focusing on his 
own songwriting with 2009 debut The 
Great Rearranger. He also began a 
weekly residency at Fitzgerald’s, where 
his “Whiskey Wednesdays” allowed 
him to rip hard country and honky- 
tonk. That built a fervent following. 

That success proved a double- 
edged sword by the release of his 
second LP, 201 l’s Photographs. The 
acclaimed New West effort pigeonholed the rising song¬ 
writer in the budding neo-traditional country movement. 
The disc’s A-side delivered gently sophisticated ballads, 
but his reedy twang paired almost too well on the back¬ 
side’s swooning country throwbacks like “What’s in It for 
Me?” and the title track. 

Ellis bristled against the heavier country expectations 
that accompanied Photographs’ reception, expanding his 
live performances with a wider stylistic reach and more 
improvisation. He refused to see his growing interest in 
intersecting genres as a contradiction rather than in line 


with the tradition of eclectic Texas songwriters like Willie 
Nelson and Doug Sahm. 

“A lot of my favorite country bands, like Ernest Tubb 
& His Texas Troubadours, those guys are all closet jazz 
nerds,” he attests. “Bob Wills, even. There’s a long tradition 
of rednecks that were super into jazz.” 

He determined to emphasize his own unique direction 
with 2014 follow-up, The Lights From the Chemical Plant. 
Accompanied by his move to Nashville, the album sounded 
as an elegy for one chapter of his career while opening 
another. Over seven minutes long, “Houston” drips nostal¬ 
gia before sliding into an extended jazz-inflected jam. 

“One of the benefits of going with the grain, is that if 
everything goes to shit, you can just blame it on the pro¬ 
cess. Blame it on everybody else,” he says. “Like if I had 
gone to college and failed, I could say that obviously I did 
everything that I was supposed to do, so it’s not my fault. 
But when you take the onus upon yourself to construct 
your own narrative, and then you fail, you’re the only one 
to blame. 

“So there’s a lot of risk with that, but the reward of it - of 
succeeding - is so much greater.” 

PERFECT STRANGERS 

The knuckles of Ellis’ right hand are tattooed with the 
letters “D-E-S,” short for his ex-wife’s name, Destiny. The 
dissolution of the couple’s five-year marriage became offi¬ 
cial six months ago. 

“I was touring constantly the entire time we were togeth¬ 
er,” he admits offhandedly. “It’s a lot of things, but to me, 
the real thing that happened was we just realized we don’t 
want to be married. So we’re not married.” 

His nonchalance reflects less the emotional impact of the 
decision than the emphasis that they want to remain close. 
Destiny even appears on the cover of the new album, her 
image framing Ellis out of focus as he stares into the camera. 

“It’s our own kind of narrative to write, and I feel that 
both our lives are richer for it,” he shrugs. 

If Chemical Plant looked to re-establish Ellis’ sense of 
musical adventurousness against a ruminative backdrop of 
his Houston tenure, then the eponymous LP pushes even 
further in its arrangements while striking an affecting 
immediacy. From the opening track “Perfect Strangers,” 
with an abrupt mid-song influx of strings, to the sharp, 
discordant piano strikes of closer “It’s Not OK,” the raw 
turmoil of the subject matter serves as an appropriate foil 
to Ellis’ blatantly divergent compositions. 

“Maybe I’m my own worst enemy in that way,” he offers. 
“I don’t sit down and start writing a song and think how I 
can fuck it up and make it weird. It’s definitely not con¬ 
scious. It’s more that the things that I find interesting just 
happen to be things that other people 
find jarring. 

“When I’m in the studio or at my 
desk writing, I’m following the thread 
of what’s interesting to me and chas¬ 
ing it. Anything that excites me and 
keeps me wanting to do this job, I 
have to follow it.” 

Despite his insistence on the div¬ 
isive elements to his arrangements, 
Ellis still proves capable of crafting 
intimate and evocative narratives, 
such as the bluegrass-inflected “Drivin’.” If the new album 
doesn’t perfect a symbiosis between compositional ambi¬ 
tion and lyrical impact, it moves closer to its author’s vision 
of improvising beyond generic expectations. 

“I really just try to focus on what’s right in front and not to 
look too far ahead,” he says. “The pleasure to me is not in the 
accomplishment. It’s the movement, the everyday. The show 
and the improvising. If I can stay in that, then I’m happy. 

“It’s a similar process in the writing and arranging. I’m 
at my best when I’m not completely in control.” ■

JEREMY NAIL 

My Mountain (Open Nine Music) 

Even after a decade rustling around 
Austin, Jeremy Nail still hasn’t knocked the 
dust off boots used to treading his fam¬ 
ily’s ranch in Albany, northeast of Abilene. 
That authenticity coats My Mountain, as 
the local singer-songwriter effortlessly, 
urn, nails the alt.country aesthetic big-city 
boys shoot for. Initial effort since putting a 
burgeoning career on pause while fighting 
cancer, which cost him a leg, his second 
solo album betrays no hang-ups that 
producer and mentor Alejandro Escovedo 
doesn’t guide him through with focus and 
precision. The opening title track rushes 
in slick percussion and blues guitar flour¬ 
ishes over an insistent acoustic chug, 

Nail’s demure tenor insisting, “I might 
have fallen/ But I’ll get up again.” Blending 
similarly sparse six-string roots over a 
country-chord base, “Only Love” builds to 
a full bloom after a careful ascent. In fact, 
Nail’s comfort zone resides in his lean 
toward a country base. The syncopated 
bassline of “Down to the Ocean” ripples 
with expansive guitar sustains and Nail’s 
overlaid harmonies with himself. Deep, full 
strings begin “New Frontier,” soon joined 
by the wistful whines of steel guitar rooted 
in a honky-tonk wheelhouse without tak¬ 
ing it full tilt. My Mountain scales Jeremy 
Nail’s rusticana with Lone Star aplomb.

CAPYAC 

Headlunge 

When a humpback 
whale headlunges, it’s 
on the verge of breach¬ 
ing the water’s surface, 
but doesn’t fully emerge. 

Austin’s electro-pop scene swims the same 
cusp. Capyac’s debut LP Headlunge represents 
a valiant endeavor to bring the genre to the 
forefront, but even though Delwin Campbell 
and Eric Peana pull off nonstop dance parties 
in clubs, their premiere disc evinces much to 
learn still. Each track pulses all the necessary 
components to be phenomenal - a symphony 
of synths, funk guitar, and a myriad of sampled 
sounds and addictive hooks (“Talk About”) - 
but flagrant repetition plagues a majority of the 
tracks. Their impact wanes as the melodies 
loop for the fifth or sixth time. Still, Headlunge 
symbolizes a culmination of Capyac’s funky 
nu-disco revolution, with “Disco Muse” and 
“Speedracer” exhibiting the promise of a bright 
future for electronic dance music in this city. 
Capyac and electro pop might be headlunging 
right now, but they’ll breach.

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PALE DIAN 

Narrow Birth (Manifesto) 

Evolving out of North 
Texas’s Blackstone 
Rangers, Austin trio Pale 
Dian indulges a fetish 
for British underground 
sounds on debut Narrow Birth. The opening 
“Intro” starts with an old-fashioned drum 
machine, an electronic pulse, and program¬ 
mer Ruth Ellen Smith’s detached coo. Soon 
enough, dirty guitar feedback clouds the issue, 
Derek Kutzer sending a sonic Valentine to 
the Thatcher years. “Evan Evan” and “Feral 
Bloom” follow suit, British dance rock invad¬ 
ing by a noise-mongering six-string shimmer. 
Smith, Kutzer, and bassist Nicholas Volpe 
explore variations on this formula: more elec¬ 


tronics here (“The Avenue”), more fuzz there 
(“Lonesome Waste”), even forays into glimmer 
pop (“Diana”). The balance of club-ready beats 
and shoegaze guitar squall never reaches the 
level of expert practitioners such as Curve, and 
the seams sometimes show. Yet Narrow Birth 
reveals potential to make this noise the band’s 
own.

(CREATIVITY, ABUNDANCE,

“People kept saying to 
me, ‘We need an all-female 
mixtape.’ [Then] I realized

catalog.” So explains ace Austin femcee Anya 
about her women’s empowerment project, CAKE 
(Creativity, Abundance, Knowledge, Elevation). 
Featuring diverse and infectious production, 
as well as some of ATX’s best vocalists, CAKE 
skillfully pitches a group endeavor instead of a 
glorified Anya solo venture. KiiKii Star shines on 
“Don’t Need a Diamond” and “Sweats,” both 
leaning toward Nicki Minaj radio-ready rap. Lady 
Shacklin’s classic soul on “Sometimes,” dis¬ 
cussing strength in recovery from tough times, 
takes it up a level. The best track, bright blues/ 
gospel bouncer “Bad News,” puts Anya and 
vocalist Staci Russell on an anti-jerk stump. 
“There are lots of women out here who have 
the desire to create and express themselves, 
but who don’t have a support system,” says 
the former. Enormously fun and affecting, CAKE 
empowers these talented women and others to 
step forward.

Taster (Sports Day/Merdurhaus) 

The last stragglers awake at a high school 
friend’s party gathered around a sticky table.

24 minutes of Taster. The 
debut from local duo Howdy 
offers unfiltered sadcore, 
a quietly personal, lo-fi 
exploration of the enormous 
ennui blooming in small 
towns between the sprawl of 
Texan land and sky. “I’ll walk you home/ You say 
you’re tired of talking to people you don’t know,” 
promises standout “Problem,” its narrator 
considering why he won’t leave his hometown. 
“Try Hard” is a disappointed, dysfunctional 
love song taking place inside of a car driving in 
circles around the block. Fuzzy, downbeat-driven 
emo with buried vocals, Taster builds a pretty, 
unfussy landscape that feels a lot like being 
young, sad, and hiding in your bedroom.

Shift 

Veteran MC Adam 
Protextor, now going by his 
surname, makes some of 
Austin’s more thoughtful, 
slightly off-kilter alt-rap. 

The Iowa native has mastered his version of 
the singsong flow, with its unique herk and jerk. 
He’s a gifted lyricist, vice-gripping words and 
emotion into each bar. On Shift, he covers a lot 
of somewhat uneven ground with heady, con¬ 
versational, often comical rap. The wordsmith 
dips into the observational on the jazzy “People 
in Your Neighborhood” and service-industry ode 
“The Help.” Paranoia of the Man’s omnipresence 
sets in on the KB the Boo Bonic-assisted “They 
Watchin’,” and standout “Third Coast Rising” 
mid-tempos a thumper reminiscent of Massive 
Attack, featuring Subkulture Patriots’ Cap’n Kirk, 
who spits disrespectful bars: “Most of these 
rappers ain’t got none/ That’s why they stayin’ a 
convent/ Rappin’ nonsense for profit.” Protextor 
makes creative use of trap, delving into BDSM 
on “Marks,” a fun, sex-positive trip. Best offer¬ 
ing, dark anti-police burner “Heatstroke" blends 
fattened bass with a blackened and undulating 
Beach Boys sample throughout. There’s an eco¬ 
nomical, no-skip album with a precise message 
hidden in plain sight. Unfortunately, Shift tips the 
scales at four or five tracks overweight, lending 
to its drag and inefficiency.

David remains a formidable guitarist, but this 
set becomes one shopworn love letter after 
another. Some folk-pop moments stand out, 
like “Red Roses” and “Two Satellites,” but 
there’s never any kind of lyrical imagination to

Robbie Fulks 

STRANGE BREW, SUNDAY 5 


On his 11th album, 2013’s Gone Away 
Backward, Chicago’s Robbie Fulks rejoined 
his famed hometown imprint, Bloodshot 
Records. The label from the beginning of his 
recording career in the mid-Nineties sparked 
a palpable renewal in his storytelling and 
the folk/bluegrass he delivered them with 
churned impeccably tasteful. Fulks contin¬ 
ues in the same vein with the just issued 
Upland Stories. 

“The music on Upland Stories was 
partly influenced by my sons, who are 
more attuned to social inequality 
than I had been,” explains the 
Pennsylvania native, 53. “I started to 
think about inequalities in American 
life and observing the effects of the 
recession as I drove around through little 
towns. Musically, [guitarist] Robbie Gjersoe, 
[former Austinite] Danny Barnes, and [violin¬ 
ist] Jenny Scheinman encouraged me the 
most. Their openness of mind and their 
fierceness inspired me.” 


Three of the new songs had their genesis 
while Fulks was working with playwright Brian 
Yorkey on a musical about author James 
Agee’s trip to Alabama during the Great 
Depression. It’s an arcane yet fertile subject 
for folk music that straddles two centuries, 
and one that led him to draw inspiration from 
such literary giants as Flannery O’Connor 
and Anton Chekhov. 

“I wrote a bunch of songs from dif¬ 
ferent points of view, about poor peo¬ 
ple, but about Agee in particular,” 
recalls Fulks. “Of those songs, three 
ended up on the record. Those were 
songs that I could deliver without any 
explanation of how they came to be. 
Once those three were on the record, it 
allowed me to go more in a literary direction 
on it and to ignore the voice in the back of 
my head that said, ‘That’s too pretentious’ 
or, ‘That’s too out of your wheelhouse.’

YOU CAN’T DO WHAT ON 
LADY BIRD LAKE...? 

Recently I saw some kids wading chest-deep into 
Lady Bird Lake under an overpass. Can you swim there? 

No. It is unlawful for any person to swim, bathe, 
wade, or go into the waters of Lady Bird Lake. 
Violation of the law is a class C misdemeanor sub¬ 
ject to fines of several hundred dollars. There are 
several exceptions to the law, such as swimming in a 
permitted event or trying to rescue “human beings” 
(jump in Town Lake to rescue an animal and, in the¬ 
ory, you could still be in violation of the ordinance). 

This law is largely for the swimmer’s own good. 
While Austin’s Lady Bird Lake might look inviting 
from a distance in the summer heat, take a closer 
look and you’ll see signs of the urban environment 
that originally garnered the name many longtime 
locals still use, Town Lake. Poor water quality, float¬ 
ing debris, and weather-driven changes to the lake’s 
water volume and current are all reasons why the 
city deems it dangerous to swim in Lady Bird Lake. 

The Texas Water Safety Act is the statewide law 
that addresses general water safety issues. The fact 
that there are way too many lakes and rivers for 
the state to regulate leaves considerable room for 
other governmental bodies, like the city of Austin, 
to create ordinances governing specific conduct on 
their local waterways. While we are on the subject, 
here are a few other things the city of Austin says 
you can’t do on Town Lake: 

• Bridge jumping. It’s unlawful to dive or jump 
from any bridge that crosses the Colorado 
River (Lady Bird Lake) within city limits. 

• Fishing from a bridge. Folks cannot fish from 
a bridge that crosses the Colorado River with¬ 
in city limits. 

• Gas-powered motorboats. No person shall 
operate a gas-powered motor vessel on the 
waters of Lady Bird Lake, except with the 
city’s permission. In comparison, boats with 
electric motors are allowed to operate, but 
only if the electric motor does not exceed 
a capacity of five horsepower. Officers or 
employees of the city who are acting in per¬ 
formance of their official duties are exempt. 

• It’s unlawful to use, operate, or assist in pro¬ 
pelling or launching fluid-filled balloons or 
other projectiles on or in close proximity to 
Lady Bird Lake.
